Resolution  approving  and  authorizing  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Housing  as  Successor 
Housing  Agency  to  the  Redevelopment  Agency  to  enter  into  a  99  year  ground  lease 
totaling  $43,065,000,  with  1100  Ocean  Avenue,  L.P.,  a  California  limited  partnership,  for 
the  development  and  operation  of  affordable  housing  on  certain  real  property  located 
at  1100  Ocean  Avenue;  and  making  findings  that  the  ground  lease  is  in  conformance 
with  the  California  Environmental  Quality  Act,  the  General  Plan,  and  the  priority 
policies  of  Planning  Code,  Section  101.1. 

WHEREAS,  The  Redevelopment  Agency  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  (the 
"Former  Agency")  was  the  fee  owner  of  1100  Ocean  Avenue  (Lot  3180,  Portion  of  Block  1  and 
referred  to  herein  as  the  "Property")  and  intended  to  develop  the  Property  for  affordable 
housing;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Through  an  agreement  with  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Housing  ("MOH"),  MOH 
agreed  to  fund  and  manage  the  development  of  the  Property  into  affordable  family  rental 
housing;  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  April  2009,  MOH  issued  a  Request  for  Qualifications  and  in  June  2009, 
conditionally  selected  the  team  of  Housing  Services  Affiliate  of  the  Bernal  Heights 
Neighborhood  Center  and  Mercy  Housing  California  (together,  the  "Sponsor")  as  the  qualified 
developer;  and, 

WHEREAS,  the  Sponsor  formed  a  limited  partnership  called  1100  Ocean  Avenue,  L.P. 
(the  "Developer")  that  will  act  as  the  developer  for  the  Property;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Under  California  State  Assembly  Bill  No.  1X26  (Chapter  5,  Statues  of 
2011-12,  first  Extraordinary  Session)  ("AB  26"),  the  Former  Agency  dissolved  as  a  matter  of 
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law  on  February  1,  2012,  and  pursuant  to  AB  26,  as  amended  by  California  State  Assembly 
Bill  No.  1484  ("AB  1484"),  and  Resolution  No.  11-12,  adopted  by  this  Board  and  Mayor  on 
January  26,  2012,  Ordinance  No.  215-12,  adopted  by  this  Board  and  Mayor  on  October  12, 
2012,  and  the  approved  housing  asset  transfer  list  submitted  by  MOH  to,  and  approved  by, 
the  State  of  California  Department  of  Finance  pursuant  to  AB  1484  (Cal.  Health  &  Safety 
Code  Section  34176(a)(2)),  MOH  is  successor  in  interest  to  Former  Agency's  fee  interest  in 
the  Property;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  proposed  project  will  be  the  new  construction  of  71  rental  units  and 
6,036  square  feet  of  ground-level  retail  space  (the  "Project  ")  with  the  rental  units  targeted  to 
formerly  homeless  families  and  transitional  age  youth,  who  shall  have  income  no  higher  than 
50%  of  the  Area  Median  Income  (as  determined  by  the  U.S.  Department  of  Housing  and 
Urban  Development  and  as  calculated  by  MOH)  for  55  years  after  recordation  of  the 
memorandum  of  lease,  and  income  no  higher  than  60%  of  the  Area  Median  Income  for  the 
remaining  term  of  the  Lease  (the  "Occupancy  Restrictions");  and 

WHEREAS,  In  order  to  implement  the  Project,  MOH  and  the  Sponsor  negotiated  a 
long-term  ground  lease  (the  "Lease"),  in  substantially  the  form  of  the  Lease  filed  with  the  Clerk 
of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.  130745;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Lease  includes:  (i)  a  term  of  70  years,  with  an  extension  option  of  29 
years;  (ii)  annual  base  rent  in  the  amount  of  Fifteen  Thousand  Dollars  ($15,000);  and  (iii)  the 
Occupancy  Restrictions;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Planning  Department  determined  that  the  Project  is  consistent  with 
the  City's  General  Plan  and  the  Eight  Priority  Policies  of  Planning  Code  Section  101.1, 
adopted  in  Planning  Commission  Motion  17777,  which  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  in 
File  No.  090180;  and, 
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WHEREAS,  Pursuant  to  CEQA  Guidelines  Section  15168,  the  Planning  Department 
conducted  a  program-level  EIR  for  the  Balboa  Park  Station  Area  Plan  that  also  analyzed  the 
proposed  Project.  The  Planning  Commission  ("Commission")  certified  the  Final  EIR  on 
December  4,  2008,  in  its  Motion  No.  17774,  and  adopted  a  statement  of  overriding 
considerations  for  approving  the  Balboa  Park  Station  Area  Plan  in  its  Motion  No.  17776,  a 
copy  of  each  of  which  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  in  File  No.  090181.  The  Board  of 
Supervisors  made  the  same  findings  in  Ordinance  Nos.  58-09,  59-09,  60-09  and  61-09.  The 
Commission  subsequently  approved  a  Conditional  Use  Application  No.  2009-1 1 17C  and 
adopted  certain  CEQA  mitigation  measures  for  the  Project  in  its  Motion  No.  18153,  a  copy  of 
which  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  in  File  No.  090181;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  hereby  finds  that  the  Lease  is  consistent  with  the  General 
Plan  and  with  the  Eight  Priority  Policies  of  City  Planning  Code  Section  101 .1,  and  is  in 
compliance  with  CEQA  for  the  same  reasons  as  set  forth  in  Commission  Motions  17774, 
17776,  17777,  and  18153,  and  Ordinance  Nos.  58-09,  59-09,  60-09  and  61-09;  and,  be  it 

FUTHER  RESOLVED,  That  in  accordance  with  the  recommendations  of  the  Director  of 
Property  and  the  Director  of  MOH,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  approves  and  authorizes 
the  Director  of  Property,  along  with  the  Director  of  MOH,  to  finalize  negotiations  for  the  Lease 
and  following  the  negotiations  for  the  Lease  authorizes  the  Director  of  MOH  to  execute  and 
deliver  the  Lease;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  authorizes  the  Director  of 
MOH,  in  consultation  with  the  City  Attorney,  to  enter  into  any  additions,  amendments  or  other 
modifications  to  the  Lease  (including  in  each  instance,  without  limitation,  the  attachment  of 
exhibits)  that  the  Director  of  MOH  determines  are  in  the  best  interests  of  the  City,  do  not 
decrease  the  revenues  of  the  City  in  connection  with  the  Property,  or  otherwise  materially 
increase  the  obligations  or  liabilities  of  the  City,  and  are  in  compliance  with  all  applicable  laws, 
including  the  City's  Charter.

WHEREAS,  The  Department  of  Public  Works  (DPW)  is  submitting  an  application  to  the 
Metropolitan  Transportation  Commission  (MTC)  for  $17,026,221  in  funding  assigned  to  MTC 
for  programming  discretion,  including  but  not  limited  to  federal  funding  administered  by  the

WHEREAS,  The  Moving  Ahead  for  Progress  in  the  21st  Century  Act  (Public  Law  112- 
141,  July  6,  2012)  and  any  extensions  or  successor  legislation  for  continued  funding 
(collectively,  MAP  21)  authorize  various  federal  funding  programs  including,  but  not  limited  to 
the  Surface  Transportation  Program  (STP)  (23  U.S.C.  §  133),  the  Congestion  Mitigation  and 
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Air  Quality  Improvement  Program  (CMAQ)  (23  U.S.C.  §  149)  and  the  Transportation 
Alternatives  Program  (TA)  (23  U.S.C.  §  213);  and 

WHEREAS,  State  statutes,  including  California  Streets  and  Highways  Code  182.6  and 
182.7  provide  various  funding  programs  for  the  programming  discretion  of  the  Metropolitan 
Planning  Organization  (MPO)  and  the  Regional  Transportation  Planning  Agency  (RTPA);  and 

WHEREAS,  Pursuant  to  MAP-21,  and  any  regulations  promulgated  thereunder,  eligible 
project  sponsors  wishing  to  receive  federal  funds  for  a  project  shall  submit  an  application  first 
with  the  appropriate  MPO  for  review  and  inclusion  in  the  MPO's  Transportation  Improvement 
Program  (TIP);  and 

WHEREAS,  MTC  is  the  MPO  and  RTPA  for  the  nine  counties  of  the  San  Francisco  Bay 
region;  and 

WHEREAS,  MTC  has  adopted  a  Regional  Project  Funding  Delivery  Policy  (MTC 
Resolution  No.  3606,  revised)  that  sets  out  procedures  governing  the  application  and  use  of 
federal  funds;  and 

WHEREAS,  MTC  Resolution  No.  4035  established  the  OneBayArea  Grant  (OBAG) 
Program  as  the  MTC's  framework  for  programming  federal  surface  transportation  funds, 
which  delegated  program  management  and  project  selection  to  the  county  congestion 
management  agencies  (CMAs)  for  OBAG  program  projects  for  Bicycle  and  Pedestrian 
Improvements,  Local  Streets  and  Roads  Preservation,  Safe  Routes  to  Schools,  and 
Transportation  of  Livable  Communities;  and 

WHEREAS,  DPW  is  an  eligible  sponsor  for  REGIONAL  DISCRETIONARY  FUNDING; 

and 

WHEREAS,  The  San  Francisco  County  Transportation  Agency  (SFCTA),  which  is  the 
CMA  for  San  Francisco  County,  solicited  applications  for  $35,016,000  in  federal  funds  under 
the  OBAG  program;  and 
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WHEREAS,  The  Department  of  Public  Works  (DPW)  has  applied  to  the  SFCTA  and 
received  approval  for  four  projects  to  receive  $17,026,221  in  federal  funds  under  the  OBAG 
program: 

1 .  Longfellow  Safe  Routes  to  School  Project  ($670,307); 

2.  ER  Taylor  Safe  Routes  to  School  Project  ($519,631); 

3.  Chinatown  Broadway  Phase  IV  Street  Design  Project  ($5,320,537); 

4.  Second  Street  Streetscape  Improvement  Project  ($10,515,746);  and 
WHEREAS,  Each  of  the  projects  requires  a  local  match,  which  DPW  plans  to  program 

as  follows: 

1 .  Longfellow  Safe  Routes  to  School  Project  ($86,846  in  Prop  K  sales  tax  funds); 

2.  ER  Taylor  Safe  Routes  to  School  Project  ($67,324  in  Prop  K  sales  tax  funds); 

3.  Chinatown  Broadway  Phase  IV  Street  Design  Project  ($701,886  in  Prop  K  sales 
tax  funds  and  $650,000  in  Prop  AA  funds); 

4.  Second  Street  Streetscape  Improvement  Project  ($758,427  in  Prop  K  sales  tax 
funds  and  $604,000  in  Prop  K/Regional  Bicycle  and  Pedestrian  Program  Swap 
funds);  and 

WHEREAS,  As  part  of  the  application  for  REGIONAL  DISCRETIONARY  FUNDING, 
MTC  requires  a  resolution  adopted  by  the  responsible  implementing  agency  stating  the 
following: 

1 .  the  commitment  of  any  required  matching  funds;  and 

2.  that  the  sponsor  understands  that  the  REGIONAL  DISCRETIONARY  FUNDING 
is  fixed  at  the  programmed  amount,  and  therefore  any  cost  increase  cannot  be 
expected  to  be  funded  with  additional  REGIONAL  DISCRETIONARY  FUNDING; 
and 
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3.  that  the  project  will  comply  with  the  procedures,  delivery  milestones  and  funding 
deadlines  specified  in  the  Regional  Project  Funding  Delivery  Policy  (MTC 
Resolution  No.  3606,  revised);  and 

4.  the  assurance  of  the  sponsor  to  complete  the  project  as  described  in  the 
application,  subject  to  environmental  clearance,  and  if  approved,  as  included  in 
MTC's  federal  Transportation  Improvement  Program  (TIP);  and 

5.  that  the  project  will  comply  with  all  project-specific  requirements  as  set  forth  in 
the  PROGRAM;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  grants  do  not  require  an  ASO  amendment;  and 
WHEREAS,  The  grant  budgets  include  provision  for  indirect  costs  totaling  $3,186,781; 
now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  DPW  is  authorized  to  execute  and  file  an  application  for  funding  for 
the  PROJECTS  for  REGIONAL  DISCRETIONARY  FUNDING  under  MAP-21  for  continued 
funding;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  DPW  by  adopting  this  resolution  does  hereby  state  that: 

1 .  DPW  will  provide  $2,868,482  in  non-federal  matching  funds;  and 

2.  DPW  understands  that  the  REGIONAL  DISCRETIONARY  FUNDING  for  these 
projects  is  fixed  at  the  MTC-approved  amount,  and  that  any  cost  increases  must 
be  funded  by  DPW  from  other  funds,  and  that  DPW  does  not  expect  any  cost 
increases  to  be  funded  with  additional  REGIONAL  DISCRETIONARY 
FUNDING;

Investor  II,  LLC  -  $21,450  monthly] 

Resolution  authorizing  a  five-year  lease  of  approximately  11,000  square  feet  at  1740 
Cesar  Chavez  Street  from  Potrero  Investor  I,  LLC  and  Potrero  Investor  II,  LLC,  for  the 
Department  of  Human  Resources  at  the  monthly  cost  of  $21,450  for  the  period  of 
September  15,  2013,  through  September  15,  2018. 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  recognizes  a  need  for  increased  recruitment, 
hiring  and  training  of  public  safety  staff  to  address  anticipated  retirements  of  the  City's  police 
and  fire  personnel  in  the  coming  years;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  (City)  Department  of  Human 
Resources  (DHR)  presently  leases  premises  on  the  second  floor  of  the  building  located  at 
1740  Cesar  Chavez  Street  to  conduct  recruitment  and  testing  of  public  safety  staff  under  a 
lease  (the  "Existing  Lease")  with  the  property  owner,  Potrero  Investor  I,  LLC  and  Potrero 
Investor  II,  LLC  (Landlord),  the  term  of  which  Existing  Lease  is  scheduled  to  expire  on 
September  14,  2013;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  current  recruitment  and  testing  premises  are  too  small  to 
accommodate  the  size  of  the  recruitment  and  testing  classes  that  DHR  expects  to  conduct  in 
the  coming  years;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Real  Estate  Division,  at  the  request  of  DHR,  negotiated  a  new  lease 
with  Landlord  for  approximately  1 1 ,000  rentable  square  feet  of  space  on  the  ground  floor  of 
the  building,  a  copy  of  which  proposed  lease  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  in  File  No.  130711  (the  "New  Lease"),  and  Landlord  has  agreed  to  coordinate  a 
relocation  from  the  existing  second  floor  suite  to  the  ground  floor  suite  and  provide  an 
allowance  of  $575,000  for  leasehold  improvements  to  the  new  space;  and 
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WHEREAS,  The  City  will  pay  the  verified  leasehold  improvement  costs,  if  any,  in 
excess  of  the  $575,000  allowance,  however,  the  City  has  an  expectation  that  the  final  project 
costs  will  not  exceed  said  allowance,  and 

WHEREAS,  The  term  of  the  New  Lease  will  commence  upon  the  date  of  substantial 
completion  of  the  leasehold  improvements  more  particularly  described  in  the  New  Lease 
(which  date  is  estimated  to  be  September  15,  2013)  and  will  terminate  sixty  (60)  months  after 
the  commencement  date  (for  an  initial  term  of  five  years),  with  one  (1)  option  for  the  City  to 
extend  the  term  for  an  additional  term  of  five  (5)  years  on  the  same  terms  and  conditions 
except  the  base  rent  shall  be  adjusted  to  equal  the  prevailing  market  rate  for  space  of 
comparable  size  and  location  to  the  premises  then  being  offered  for  rent  in  other  buildings 
similar  in  age,  location  and  quality  to  the  premises  situated  within  the  Potrero  Hill/Dog

Resolution  imposing  interim  zoning  controls  requiring  conditional  use  authorization  for 
formula  retail  uses,  as  defined,  on  Market  Street,  from  6th  Street  to  Van  Ness  Avenue, 
subject  to  specified  exceptions,  for  eighteen  months;  and  making  findings,  including 
findings  of  consistency  with  the  priority  policies  of  Planning  Code,  Section  101.1,  and 
environmental  findings. 


WHEREAS,  Planning  Code  Section  306.7  provides  for  the  imposition  of  interim  zoning 
controls  to  accomplish  several  objectives,  including  preservation  of  residential  and  mixed 
residential  and  commercial  areas  in  order  to  preserve  the  existing  character  of  such 
neighborhoods  and  areas,  and  development  and  conservation  of  the  commerce  and  industry 
of  the  City  in  order  to  maintain  the  economic  vitality  of  the  City,  to  provide  its  citizens  with 
adequate  jobs  and  business  opportunities,  and  to  maintain  adequate  services  for  its  residents, 
visitors,  businesses  and  institutions;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  April  2004,  the  City  adopted  Planning  Code  Section  703.3,  which 
defined  a  formula  retail  use  and  either  permitted  it,  authorized  it  as  a  conditional  use,  or 
prohibited  it  in  various  areas  of  the  city.  In  adopting  Section  703.3,  this  Board  found  that  the 
increase  in  formula  retail  stores  in  San  Francisco  had  a  number  of  undesirable  effects, 
including  hampering  the  City's  goal  of  a  diverse  retail  base,  with  distinct  neighborhood 
retailing  personalities,  which  form  the  base  for  the  City's  diverse  and  distinct  neighborhoods; 
and 

WHEREAS,  San  Francisco  needs  to  promote  its  vibrant  small  business  sector  and 
create  a  supportive  environment  for  new  small  business  innovations.  One  of  the  eight  Priority 
Policies  of  the  City's  General  Plan  resolves  that  "existing  neighborhood-serving  retail  uses  be 
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preserved  and  enhanced  and  future  opportunities  for  resident  employment  in  and  ownership 
of  such  businesses  enhanced;"  and 

WHEREAS,  Retail  uses  are  the  land  uses  most  critical  to  the  success  of  the  City's 
commercial  districts;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  January  2010,  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Economic  and  Workforce 
Development  launched  the  Central  Market  Partnership,  a  public/private  initiative  to  renew  and 
coordinate  efforts  to  revitalize  the  Central  Market  neighborhood;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  November  201 1 ,  the  Mayor  released  the  Central  Market  Economic 
Strategy,  which  has  as  Objective  1  the  goal  to  stabilize  the  existing  community  and  as 
Objective  4  the  desire  to  reduce  vacancies;  and 

WHEREAS,  With  over  3,100  new  residential  units  in  the  development  pipeline,  eleven 
new  technology  companies,  a  food  emporium  and  thousands  of  employees  moving  to  the 
Mid-Market  corridor,  the  success  of  this  rapidly  growing  neighborhood  is  tied  to  its  ability  to 
maintain  diverse  small  businesses  which  contribute  to  its  character  and  vibrancy;  and 

WHEREAS,  As  the  City  continues  to  attract  new  businesses  to  this  emerging  retail 
corridor,  there  is  a  desire  to  preserve  and  attract  neighborhood  retail  that  is  in  keeping  with

WHEREAS,  The  interest  on  the  Bonds  may  qualify  for  tax  exemption  under  Section 
103  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1986,  as  amended  (Code),  only  if  the  Bonds  are

WHEREAS,  The  City  now  wishes  to  approve  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  in  order  to

WHEREAS,  The  Mayor's  Office  of  Housing  and  Community  Development  will  hold  the 
public  hearing  described  above  on  July  30,  2013,  and  provide  an  opportunity  for  persons  to 
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comment  on  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  and  the  Project;  and  the  minutes  of  such  hearing  will

WHEREAS,  This  Board  of  Supervisors  is  the  elected  legislative  body  of  the  City  and  is 
the  applicable  elected  representative  authorized  to  approve  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  within 
the  meaning  of  Section  147(f)  of  the  Code;  and 

WHEREAS,  Section  146  of  the  Code  limits  the  amount  of  tax-exempt  private  activity 
bonds,  which  include  qualified  mortgage  bonds,  that  may  be  issued  in  any  calendar  year  by 
entities  within  a  state  and  authorizes  the  legislature  of  each  state  to  provide  the  method  of

WHEREAS,  CDLAC  procedures  require  an  applicant  for  a  portion  of  the  state  ceiling  to 
certify  to  CDLAC  that  applicant  has  on  deposit  an  amount  equal  to  one-half  of  one  percent 
(1/2%)  of  the  amount  of  allocation  requested  not  to  exceed  $100,000.00;  now,  therefore  be  it 

RESOLVED,  By  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  as 
follows: 

Section  1 .  The  Board  of  Supervisors  finds  and  determines  that  the  foregoing  recitals 
are  true  and  correct. 
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Section  2.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  adopts  this  Resolution  for  purposes  of 
establishing  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  Section  1 .1 50-2  of  the  United  States 
Treasury  Regulations.  This  Resolution  does  not  bind  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  issue  the 
Bonds,  approve  the  Loan  or  to  make  any  expenditure,  incur  any  indebtedness  or  proceed  with 
the  Project. 

Section  3.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  declares  its  official  intent  under  United 
States  Treasury  Regulations  Section  1 .150-2  to  use  proceeds  of  the  Bonds  to  reimburse 
expenditures  incurred  in  connection  with  the  Project.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  further 
declares  its  intent  to  use  such  proceeds  to  reimburse  the  Developer  for  actual  expenditures 
made  by  the  Developer  on  the  Project. 

Section  4.  On  the  date  of  the  expenditure  to  be  reimbursed,  all  reimbursable  costs  of 
the  Project  will  be  of  a  type  properly  chargeable  to  a  capital  account  under  general  federal 
income  tax  principles. 

Section  5.  The  maximum  principal  amount  of  debt  expected  to  be  issued  for  the  Project 
is  $35,000,000. 

Section  6.  This  Board  of  Supervisors,  as  the  applicable  elected  representative  of  the 
governmental  unit  having  jurisdiction  over  the  area  in  which  the  Project  is  located,  hereby 
approves  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  for  purposes  of  Section  147(f)  of  the  Code. 

Section  7.  This  approval  of  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  by  the  City  is  neither  an  approval 
of  the  underlying  credit  issues  of  the  proposed  Project  nor  an  approval  of  the  financial 
structure  of  the  Bonds. 

Section  8.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  authorizes  the  Director  of  the  Mayor's 
Office  of  Housing  and  Community  Development  (Director),  on  behalf  of  the  City,  to  submit  an 
application  (Application),  and  such  other  documents  as  may  be  required,  to  CDLAC  pursuant 
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to  Government  Code  Section  8869.85  for  an  allocation  for  the  Project  of  a  portion  of  the  state 
ceiling  for  private  activity  bonds  in  a  principal  amount  not  to  exceed  $35,000,000. 

Section  9.  An  amount  equal  to  $100,000  (Deposit)  is  hereby  authorized  to  be  held  on 
deposit  in  connection  with  the  Application  and  the  applicable  CDLAC  procedures,  and  the 
Director  is  authorized  to  certify  to  CDLAC  that  such  funds  are  available;  which  Deposit  shall 
consist  of  a  restriction  on  cash  in  the  Hotel  Tax  Fund  established  pursuant  to  Section  515.01 
of  Article  7  of  the  San  Francisco  Business  and  Tax  Regulations  Code  (Hotel  Tax  Fund). 

Section  10.  If  the  City  receives  a  CDLAC  allocation  and  the  applicable  issuance 
requirements  are  not  met,  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Housing  and  Community  Development  is 
hereby  authorized  to  cause  an  amount  equal  to  the  Deposit  to  be  paid  to  the  State  of 
California  from  the  Hotel  Tax  Fund,  if  required  by  CDLAC. 

Section  1 1 .  The  officers  and  employees  of  the  City  and  the  Director  are  hereby 
authorized  and  directed,  jointly  and  severally,  to  do  any  and  all  things  necessary  or  advisable 
to  consummate  the  receipt  of  an  allocation  from  CDLAC  and  otherwise  effectuate  the 
purposes  of  this  Resolution,  and  all  actions  previously  taken  by  such  officers  and  employees 
with  respect  to  the  Project,  including  but  not  limited  to  the  submission  of  the  application  to 
CDLAC,  are  hereby  ratified  and  approved. 

Section  12.  This  Resolution  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  adoption  by  the  Board 
and  approval  by  the  Mayor.

Resolution  facilitating  a  lease-back  for  Certificates  of  Participation  by  authorizing 
transfers  of  administrative  jurisdiction  over  Pier  27  from  the  Port  Commission  to  the 
General  Services  Agency,  Real  Estate  Division,  and  from  the  City  back  to  the  Port 
Commission,  upon  full  payment  of  debt;  approving  a  Memorandum  of  Understanding 
between  the  Port  Commission  and  the  City  Controller  regarding  obligations  arising 
from  the  Certificates  of  Participation;  incorporating  findings  under  the  California 
Environmental  Quality  Act  by  reference;  and  adopting  findings  of  consistency  with  the 
General  Plan  and  the  eight  priority  policies  of  Planning  Code,  Section  101.1. 

WHEREAS,  The  City  and  County  (the  "City")  is  the  owner  of  San  Francisco  harbor 
consisting  of  approximately  7  miles  of  waterfront,  which  is  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  San 
Francisco  Port  Commission  (the  "Port")  and  is  held  subject  to  the  trust  imposed  by  the  Burton 
Act  (statutes  of  1968,  chapter  1333)  and  the  public  trust  for  commerce,  navigation,  and 
fisheries  (together,  the  "Public  Trust");  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Port  has  completed  the  first  phase  of  the  new  James  R.  Herman 
Cruise  Terminal  and  Northeast  Wharf  Plaza  project  (the  "Cruise  Terminal  Project"),  consisting

Finance  recommended  that  the  City  issue  certificates  of  participation  ("COPs")  to  finance 
certain  capital  improvements  to  Port  property,  including  the  Cruise  Terminal  ("Port 
Improvements"),  and  authorize  a  supplemental  appropriation  ordinance  allocating  COPs  in  an 
amount  not  to  exceed  $45  million;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Port  Commission  by  Resolution  No.  12-37  adopted  on  April  24,  2012, 
a  copy  of  which  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  in  File  No.  130736  and  incorporated  into 
this  Resolution  by  this  reference,  identified  capital  sources  to  finance  a  portion  of  the  Port 
Improvements  from  existing  Port  funds  and: 

(1)      authorized  a  Memorandum  of  Understanding  with  the  Controller,  acting  through 
the  City's  Director  of  Public  Finance  (the  "MOU"),  to  govern  obligations  arising  from  the 
issuance  of  the  COPS,  including:  (a)  the  City's  issuance  of  the  COPS  for  Port  Improvements; 
(b)  the  Port's  agreement  to  include  in  each  fiscal  year  budget  while  the  COPS  are  outstanding 
amounts  sufficient  to  pay  directly  or  reimburse  the  City  for  all  COP  obligations  and  the  City's 
agreement  to  appropriate  funds  sufficient  to  meet  the  Port's  budgeted  COP  obligations  under 
the  MOU;  (c)  the  priority  of  the  Port's  revenue  bond  obligations  over  its  obligations  under  the 
MOU;  (d)  the  Port's  agreement  to  request  a  jurisdictional  transfer  Pier  27,  subject  to  the  Public 
Trust,  to  the  City's  General  Services  Agency,  Real  Estate  Division  (the  "Real  Estate  Division"),

(1 )  authorized  the  issuance  of  COPs  in  an  amount  not  to  exceed  $45  million  for  the 
Port  Improvements; 

(2)  approved  the  form  of  a  property  lease  under  which  the  City  will  lease  to  the 
Trustee  all  or  a  portion  of  the  Laguna  Honda  Hospital  and  all  or  a  portion  of  the  Cruise 
Terminal  Building;  and 

(3)  approved  a  form  of  project  lease  under  which  the  Trustee  will  lease  the  City  and 
the  Port  property  back  to  the  City;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  COP  lease/lease-back  structure  requires  that  the  Port  transfer 
jurisdiction  of  Pier  27  to  the  City  to  enable  the  City  to  enter  into  the  lease/lease-back  as 
required  for  the  issuance  of  the  COPs;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Controller  and  the  Port  Commission  have  negotiated  terms  of  the 
proposed  MOU  described  above,  a  copy  of  which  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  in  File

WHEREAS,  Consistent  with  Chapter  23  of  the  Administrative  Code,  which  governs 
interdepartmental  jurisdictional  transfers  of  real  property,  the  following  have  occurred: 

(1)     The  Executive  Director  of  the  Port  and  the  Controller  have  submitted  a  joint 
letter  to  the  Mayor  and  the  Director  of  Real  Estate,  a  copy  of  which  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of

[Greater  Transparency  for  the  Kaiser  Healthcare  Rate  Increase  and  Urging  the  California 
State  Legislature  to  Pass  Senate  Bill  746] 

Resolution  urging  Kaiser  to  immediately  begin  negotiating  with  the  Health  Service 
System  toward  a  fair  and  transparent  pricing  model  that  provides  fee  schedule 
transparency;  requesting  the  Health  Service  System  to  report  back  to  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  on  the  progress  of  negotiations;  and  urging  the  California  State 
Legislature  to  pass  Senate  Bill  746  to  require  health  plans  to  disclose  data. 


WHEREAS,  Utilization  of  healthcare  services  by  City  Health  Service  System  (HSS) 
members  enrolled  in  Kaiser  has  declined  each  year  for  the  past  seven  years,  while  Kaiser 
has  increased  the  charges  paid  by  HSS  in  each  of  the  same  seven  years;  and 

WHEREAS,  Hospitalizations  for  HSS  Members  enrolled  in  Kaiser  have  declined  by 
more  than  a  third  over  that  period  of  time,  while  Kaiser  has  increased  its  charges  per 
hospitalization  by  nearly  90%,  all  without  presenting  any  data  to  support  these  increases;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  vast  majority  of  public  employees  covered  by  Kaiser  have  made 
significant  concessions  over  these  years,  and  Kaiser's  proposed  2014  rate  increases  come  at 
a  time  when  many  of  them  are  just  beginning  to  recover  slowly  from  a  deep  recession;  and 

WHEREAS,  Kaiser  has  a  record  of  providing  high  quality  care  and  achieving  good 
health  outcomes,  which  have  reduced  utilization  rates  and  should  translate  into  lower  costs, 
yet  Kaiser's  pricing  is  no  lower  than  that  of  other  HMO  plans  on  a  risk-adjusted  basis;  and 

WHEREAS,  Kaiser  reports  that  its  pricing  is  based  on  'competing  in  the  marketplace" 
without  respect  to  utilization  of  services  or  the  actual  cost  of  care,  and  justifies  charging  what 
the  market  will  bear  by  saying  it  remains  the  lowest  cost  and  highest  quality  health  plan;  and 

WHEREAS,  Kaiser  has  made  profits  of  more  than  $8  billion  since  January  2009;  and 
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WHEREAS,  Kaiser  is  making  a  profit  of  at  least  15%  from  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco,  and  is  likely  making  similar  profits  from  other  large  San  Francisco  employers;  and  . 
WHEREAS,  Blue  Shield  ,  the  other  large  non-profit  health  plan  in  California,  committed  to  limit 
its  profits  to  2%  profit  beginning  in  2010,  returning  nearly  $20  million  to  HSS  over  the  past  2 
years;  and 

WHEREAS,  HSS  staff,  as  directed  by  the  Health  Service  Board,  has  worked  diligently 
for  many  years  to  engage  in  fair  and  forthcoming  business  relationships  with  local  insurers 
and  providers  to  offer  health  plans  and  to  negotiate  rates  for  City  employees  and  retirees, 
under  the  approval  authority  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  California  State  Senate  passed  and  sent  to  the  Assembly  for  action 
SB  746  (Leno)  that  would  extend  to  Kaiser  the  same  transparency  requirements  made  of 
every  other  California  health  insurer,  now,  therefore  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  Kaiser  immediately  begin  negotiating  toward  a  fair  pricing  model  that 
provides  full  transparency  of  its  fee  schedule,  utilization  data,  and  clinical  outcomes  measures

WHEREAS,  Cabrillo  Playground  is  a  vital  component  of  the  Outer  Richmond 
community  and  the  1-acre  parcel,  nestled  between  residences  bound  by  Cabrillo  and  Fulton 
Streets  and  38th  and  39th  Avenues,  offers  its  visitors  a  clubhouse,  an  outdoor  ping-pong  table, 
a  tennis  court,  two  basketball  courts,  a  picnic  area,  and  two  children's  play  areas;  and 

WHEREAS,  in  2008,  as  part  of  the  $185  million  Clean  and  Safe  Neighborhood  Parks 
Bond,  the  voters  of  San  Francisco  allocated  $4.5  million  to  upgrade  and  improve  the

WHEREAS,  The  Friends  of  Cabrillo  Playground  is  a  non-profit,  volunteer-driven,  grass-

Resolution  supporting  the  preservation  of  the  historic  Marcus  Books-Jimbo's  Bop  City 
building  on  Fillmore  Street  and  urging  its  current  owners  to  sell  it  to  an  owner  who  will 
uphold  the  building's  community  serving  purposes. 

WHEREAS,  Marcus  Books  and  the  Marcus  Books-Jimbo's  Bop  City  building  (Building) 
built  in  1893  and  now  located  at  1712-16  Fillmore  Street  in  San  Francisco  are  important 
cultural  and  historical  resources;  and 

WHEREAS,  Marcus  Books,  founded  by  Drs.  Julian  and  Raye  Richardson  in  1960,  is 
the  oldest  Black-owned  and  Black-themed  bookstore  in  the  nation;  and 

WHEREAS,  Marcus  Books  has  been  and  continues  to  be  a  center  for  Black 
intellectualism,  empowerment  and  activism,  and  a  meeting  place  for  community  activists  and 
organizations  including:  Westside  Community  Services,  the  Fillmore  Community  Development 
Association,  the  Black  Panthers,  and  the  1968  African-American  strikers  at  San  Francisco 
State  College  (now  University);  and 

WHEREAS,  Over  the  years  Marcus  Books  has  hosted  thousands  of  notable  writers 
and  other  personalities,  including  Rosa  Parks,  James  Baldwin,  Eldridge  Cleaver,  Maya 
Angelou,  Malcolm  X,  and  Oprah  Winfrey,  and  has  been  a  resource  for  community  members, 
scholars,  and  political  activists;  and 

WHEREAS,  from  1950-1965,  the  Building,  then  located  at  1690  Post  Street,  was  the 
home  of  Jimbo's  Bop  City,  a  world-renowned  jazz  club  whose  after-hours  jam  sessions 
attracted  stellar  musicians  such  as  Duke  Ellington,  Louis  Armstrong,  Ella  Fitzgerald,  John 
Coltrane,  Billie  Holiday,  Charlie  Parker  and  Miles  Davis,  and  welcomed  women  and  people  of 
all  races  under  its  roof  and  on  its  stage;  and 
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WHEREAS,  Jimbo's  Bop  City  was  integral  to  establishing  the  reputation  and  identity  of 
the  Fillmore  as  the  "Harlem  of  the  West"  and  promoting  both  traditional  performers  and  those 
pioneering  the  emerging  "bop"  sound;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Marcus  Books-Jimbo's  Bop  City  building  is  one  of  the  few  Victorian 
buildings  to  survive  the  devastation  wrought  by  the  San  Francisco  Redevelopment  Agency 
upon  the  Fillmore  and  Japantown  communities,  and  was  saved  from  destruction  through  the 
efforts  of  many  San  Franciscans,  including  members  of  the  African  American  and  Japanese 
American  communities  and  the  pioneers  of  the  City's  historic  preservation  movement,  by 
being  lifted  from  its  foundation,  placed  on  a  truck  and  physically  moved  from  Post  Street  in  the 
heart  of  Japantown  to  its  present  site  on  Fillmore  Street;  and 

WHEREAS,  in  light  of  its  past  and  present  history  and  use,  the  Marcus  Books-Jimbo's 
Bop  City  building  is  an  important  historical  and  cultural  resource  for  Japantown  and  the 
Western  Addition  and  to  all  residents  and  visitors  of  San  Francisco;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Marcus  Books-Jimbo's  Bop  City  building  is  a  symbol  of  and  witness  to 
the  struggles  of  the  communities  of  the  Western  Addition  and  holds  special  significance  for 
the  African  American  and  Japanese  American  communities  because  of  the  notable 
businesses,  persons,  and  events  associated  with  the  Building,  and  its  continued  survival  as

WHEREAS,  The  Golden  Gate  Park  Golf  Course  is  a  nine-hole  golf  course,  with  a  pro- 
shop,  driving  range,  and  food  service  facilities,  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Recreation  and 
Park  Department;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  clubhouse  and  golfing  operations  at  Golden  Gate  Park  Golf  Course 
have  historically  been  administered  under  a  lease;  and 

WHEREAS,  On  December  15,  201 1 ,  the  Recreation  and  Park  Commission  by 
Resolution  No.  1 1 12-004approved  the  issuance  of  a  Request  for  Proposals  ("RFP")  for  a  new 
concessionaire  for  the  management  and  operation  of  the  Golden  Gate  Park  Golf  Course;  and 

WHEREAS,  On  February  16,  2012,  the  Recreation  and  Park  Commission,  by 
Resolution  No.  1202-018,  unanimously  adopted  the  RFP  Selection  Committee's 
recommendation  that  the  lease  be  awarded  to  The  First  Tee  of  San  Francisco  as  the  highest 
scoring  respondent  to  the  RFP,  and  authorized  Recreation  and  Park  Department  staff  to 
commence  lease  negotiations  with  The  First  Tee;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  First  Tee  of  San  Francisco  established  a  new  501  (c)(3)  non-profit 
organization  called  the  Golden  Gate  Park  Golf  Foundation,  to  serve  as  the  official  leaseholder 
and  operator  for  the  Golden  Gate  Park  Golf  Course;  and 
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WHEREAS,  The  Recreation  and  Park  Department  has  negotiated  a  lease  with  the 
Golden  Gate  Park  Golf  Foundation  ("Lessee"),  a  copy  of  which  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  under  File  No.  130776  (the  "Lease");  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Lease  includes  the  following  key  terms  and  conditions: 

(a)  Term.  The  initial  term  will  run  five  years  from  November  1,  2013  through  October 
31,2018. 

(b)  Option  Term.  Lessee  shall  have  the  option  to  extend  the  term  for  an  additional  two 
(2)  years,  provided  that  Lessee  completes  $150,000  in  capital  improvements  to  the 
golf  course  or  its  improvements. 

(c)  Rent.  Lessee  shall  pay  the  Recreation  and  Park  Department  $225,000  per  year  as 
a  base  rent,  subject  to  annual  increases  based  on  the  annual  increase  in  the 
Consumer  Price  Index  at  the  commencement  of  the  extension  term  and  each  year 
thereafter,  if  the  extension  option  is  exercised.  Lessee  shall  also  pay  the 
Department  100%  of  any  annual  greens  fees  collected  from  the  golf  course  above 
$350,000  to  $500,000,  and  50%  of  any  such  fees  collected  above  $500,000  in  a 
lease  year.  Rates  for  green  fees  are  set  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

(d)  Use  and  Operations.  Lessee  shall  operate  the  golf  course  as  a  fee-based  public 
nine-hole  golf  course  and  practice  facility  together  with  a  related  learning  center , 
golf  pro-shop  and  food  and  beverage  operation. 

(e)  Capital  Improvements  or  Upgrades.  Lessee  shall  perform  at  least  $150,000  of 
capital  improvements  or  capital  upgrades  to  the  golf  course  or  its  improvements  or 
facilities,  which  shall  benefit  the  golf  course  and  its  facilities,  not  merely  Lessee  or 
Lessee's  programs,  from  a  list  to  be  developed  by  Lessee  and  the  Department's 
General  Manager.  If  Lessee  and  the  General  Manager  have  not  identified 
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appropriate  improvements  or  upgrades  within  one  year  after  the  Lease 
commencement  date,  the  General  Manager  may  establish  the  list  of  improvements. 

(f)  Instruction  and  Portable  Classroom  Trailer.  Lessee  has  the  sole  right  and  authority 
to  provide  golf  instruction  at  the  golf  course  and  must  offer  programs  and  instruction 
to  the  general  public  at  reasonable  rates  and  use  efforts  to  include  economically 
disadvantaged  youth  in  all  junior  golf  programs  and  camps,  either  through  reduced 
rates  or  scholarship  programs.  Lessee  shall  offer  classroom  instruction  in  a  mobile 
classroom  trailer  unit  described  in  the  Lease  that  will  be  placed  at  the  northernmost 
end  of  the  parking  lot,  which  will  not  be  affixed  to  the  premises  by  any  means 
whatsoever  and  which  will  be  removed  at  the  end  of  the  Lease  term. 

(g)  Golf  Course  Maintenance.  Golf  course  maintenance  will  continue  to  be  performed 
by  City  personnel  and  other  routine  maintenance  will  be  performed  by  Lessee.

[Disposition  and  Development  Agreement  -  Golub  Real  Estate  and  Mercy  Housing  -  280 
Beale  Street  (Transbay  Block  6)  -  $30,000,000] 

Resolution  retroactively  approving  and  authorizing  the  Office  of  Community 
Investment  and  Infrastructure,  as  Successor  Agency  to  the  San  Francisco 
Redevelopment  Agency,  to  enter  into  a  Disposition  and  Development  Agreement  for 
the  sale  and  development  of  land  located  at  280  Beale  Street,  Assessor's  Parcel  No. 
3738-004,  commonly  known  as  Transbay  Block  6,  with  Golub  Real  Estate  Corporation, 
an  Illinois  corporation,  and  Mercy  Housing  California,  a  California  non-profit  public 
benefit  corporation  beginning  April  16,  2013. 

WHEREAS,  The  California  Legislature  in  2003  enacted  Assembly  Bill  812  ("AB  812") 
authorizing  the  demolition  of  the  historic  Transbay  Terminal  building  and  the  construction  of 
the  new  Transbay  Transit  Center  ("TTC")  (Stat.  2003,  Chapter  99,  codified  at  §  5027.1  of  the 
Cal.  Public  Resources  Code).  AB  812  also  mandated  that  25%  of  the  residential  units 
developed  in  the  area  around  the  Center  "shall  be  available  to"  low  income  households,  and 
an  additional  10%  "shall  be  available  to"  moderate  income  households  if  the  City  and  County 
of  San  Francisco  ("City")  adopted  a  redevelopment  plan  providing  for  the  financing  of  the 
Center;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  2003,  in  an  agreement  with  the  Transbay  Joint  Powers  Authority 
("TJPA")  and  the  City,  the  State  agreed  to  transfer  approximately  10  acres  of  State-owned 
property  ("State-owned  parcels")  in  and  around  the  then-existing  Transbay  Terminal  to  the 
City  and  the  TJPA,  which  would  then  sell  the  State-owned  parcels  and  use  the  revenues  from 
the  sales  to  finance  the  Center  ("Cooperative  Agreement").  The  City  agreed,  among  other 
things,  to  commit  the  property  tax  revenue  from  the  State-owned  parcels  through  its

Redevelopment  Agency  to  the  Center.  Under  the  Cooperative  Agreement,  the  State  relied  on 
tax  increment  financing  under  a  redevelopment  plan  to  improve  and  sell  the  parcels;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
approved  a  Redevelopment  Plan  for  the  Transbay  Redevelopment  Project  Area  ("Project 
Area")  by  Ordinance  No.  124-05,  adopted  on  June  21,  2005  and  by  Ordinance  No.  99-06, 
adopted  on  May  9,  2006  ("Redevelopment  Plan").  The  Redevelopment  Plan  provided  for  the 
financing  of  the  TTC  and  established  a  program  for  the  Redevelopment  Agency  of  the  City 
and  County  of  San  Francisco  ("Former  Agency")  to  redevelop  and  revitalize  the  blighted 
Project  Area;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  2006,  the  TJPA  and  the  Former  Agency  executed  an  agreement 
("Implementation  Agreement"),  which  required  the  Former  Agency  to  take  the  lead  role  in 
facilitating  the  development  of  the  State-owned  parcels.  Specifically,  the  Implementation 
Agreement  required  the  Former  Agency  to:  (1)  prepare  and  sell  the  State-owned  parcels  to 
third  parties,  (2)  deposit  the  sale  proceeds  into  a  trust  account  to  help  the  TJPA  pay  the  cost 
of  constructing  the  TTC,  (3)  implement  the  Redevelopment  Plan  to  enhance  the  financial 
feasibility  of  the  Project,  and  (4)  fund  the  state-mandated  affordable  housing  program;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  2008,  the  City,  the  Former  Agency  and  the  TJPA  entered  into  an 
agreement  that  granted  options  to  the  Former  Agency  to  acquire  the  State-owned  parcels, 
arrange  for  development  of  the  parcels,  and  distribute  the  net  tax  increment  to  the  TJPA  to 
use  for  the  Center  ("Option  Agreement").  The  Option  Agreement  provided  the  means  by 
which  the  Former  Agency  could  fulfill  its  obligations  under  the  Implementation  Agreement  to 
prepare  and  sell  the  State-owned  parcels.  The  Option  Agreement  granted  to  the  Former 
Agency  "the  exclusive  and  irrevocable  option  to  purchase"  the  former  State-owned  parcels  in 
the  Project  Area  that  are  programmed  for  development,  which  are  listed  in  the  Option 
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Agreement,  including  Blocks  2-12  and  Parcel  F  (Section  2.1  of  the  Option  Agreement  at  p.  4); 
and 

WHEREAS,  On  July  6,  2011 ,  pursuant  to  the  Implementation  Agreement,  the  Former 
Agency  issued  a  Request  for  Proposals  ("RFP")  from  development  teams  to  design  and 
develop  a  high-density,  mixed-income  residential  project  on  Blocks  6/7  in  the  Project  Area. 
On  December  6,  201 1 ,  after  a  competitive  selection  process,  the  Former  Agency  Commission 
authorized  staff  to  enter  into  negotiations  for  the  development  of  Blocks  6/7  with  the 
development  team  lead  by  Golub  Real  Estate  Corp.  ("Golub")  and  Mercy  Housing  California 
("Mercy");  and 

WHEREAS,  On  February  1 ,  2012,  the  Former  Redevelopment  Agency  was  dissolved 
pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  California  State  Assembly  Bill  No.  1X  26  (Chapter  5,  Statutes  of 
2011-12,  First  Extraordinary  Session)  ("AB  26"),  codified  in  relevant  part  in  California's  Health 
and  Safety  Code  Sections  34161  -  34168  and  upheld  by  the  California  Supreme  Court  in 
California  Redevelopment  Assoc.  v.  Matosantos,  No.  S1 94861  (Dec.  29,  2011).  On  June  27, 
2012,  AB  26  was  subsequently  amended  in  part  by  California  State  Assembly  Bill  No.  1484 
(Chapter  26,  Statutes  of  201 1-12)  ("AB  1484").  (Together,  AB  26  and  AB  1484  are  referred  to 
as  the  "Redevelopment  Dissolution  Law.");  and 

WHEREAS,  Pursuant  to  the  Redevelopment  Dissolution  Law,  all  of  the  Former 
Redevelopment  Agency's  assets  (other  than  housing  assets)  and  obligations  were  transferred 
to  the  Office  of  Community  Investment  and  Infrastructure  ("OCM"),  as  Successor  Agency  to 
the  Former  Agency.  Some  of  the  Former  Agency's  housing  assets  were  transferred  to  the 
City,  acting  by  and  through  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Housing  ("MOH");  and 

WHEREAS,  Redevelopment  Dissolution  Law  authorizes  successor  agencies  to  enter 
into  new  agreements  if  they  are  "in  compliance  with  an  enforceable  obligation  that  existed 
prior  to  June  28,  201 1 ."  Cal.  Health  &  Safety  Code  §  341 77.5  (a).  Under  this  limited 
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authority,  a  successor  agency  may  enter  into  contracts  if  a  pre-existing  enforceable  obligation 
requires  that  action.  See  also  Cal.  Health  &  Safety  Code  §  34167  (f)  (providing  that  the 
Redevelopment  Dissolution  Law  does  not  interfere  with  an  agency's  authority  under 
enforceable  obligations  to  "enforce  existing  covenants  and  obligations,  or .  .  .  perform  its 
obligation.").  The  Implementation  Agreement  and  several  other  Transbay  obligations  are 
"enforceable  obligations"  requiring  OCII  to  take  the  actions  proposed  by  this  Resolution.  Cal. 
Health  &  Safety  Code  §  34171  (d)  (1);  and 

WHEREAS,  Under  Redevelopment  Dissolution  Law,  a  successor  agency  may  request 
that  the  Department  of  Finance  ("DOF")  "provide  written  confirmation  that  its  determination  of 
[an]  enforceable  obligation  as  approved  in  a  Recognized  Obligation  Payment  Schedule 
["ROPS"]  is  final  and  conclusive."  Cal.  Health  &  Safety  Code  §  34177.5  (i).  To  be  eligible  for 
a  final  and  conclusive  determination,  the  enforceable  obligation  must  provide  for  the 
"irrevocable  commitment  of  property  tax  revenue  and  .  .  the  allocation  of  such  revenues  is 
expected  to  occur  over  time."  Id.  If  DOF  issues  a  final  and  conclusive  determination,  DOF 
will  not  question  the  existence  of  the  enforceable  obligation  in  the  future,  but  may  still  review 
whether  specific  payments  under  the  enforceable  obligation,  as  appearing  on  a  ROPS,  "are 
required,"  Id;  and 

WHEREAS,  On  November  7,  201 2,  the  Successor  Agency  submitted  a  request  to 
DOF  that  it  determine  "finally  and  conclusively"  that  the  Transbay  Implementation  Agreement, 
AB  812,  and  the  Transbay  Redevelopment  Project  Tax  Increment  Allocation  and  Sales 
Proceeds  Pledge  Agreement  ("Pledge  Agreement")  are  enforceable  obligations.  The  request 
explained  that  each  of  these  obligations  had  previously  appeared  on  a  DOF-approved  ROPS, 
that  they  met  the  statutory  definition  of  an  "enforceable  obligation"  and  that  they  required  the 
commitment  of  property  tax  revenue  over  time;  and 
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WHEREAS,  On  April  15,  2013,  DOF  determined  "finally  and  conclusively"  that  the 
Implementation  Agreement,  AB  812,  and  the  Pledge  Agreement  are  enforceable  obligations 
that  will  not  require  additional  DOF  review  in  the  future.  Significantly,  the  effect  of  this  DOF 
determination  is  to  allow  OCII  to  take  the  actions  proposed  under  this  Resolution,  without 
additional  review,  because  they  are  "in  compliance  with  an  enforceable  obligation,"  Cal. 
Health  &  Safety  Code  §  34177.3;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  original  proposal  for  Blocks  6/7  from  Golub/Mercy  included  a 
purchase  price  of  $30,000,000  to  be  paid  by  Golub,  construction  of  545  residential  units  (409 
market-rate  units,  including  61  inclusionary  units  at  50  percent  of  area  median  income  and 
1 36  stand-alone  affordable  family  units  at  50  percent  of  area  median  income),  and  a 
requested  subsidy  from  the  Former  Agency  for  the  stand-alone  affordable  units  of 
approximately  $200,000  per  unit.  However,  due  to  the  dissolution  of  the  Former  Agency  on 
February  1,  2012,  and  the  challenges  that  created  for  funding  the  affordable  component  of  the 
development,  the  original  proposal  from  Golub/Mercy  was  revised;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  revised  proposal  for  Blocks  6/7  from  Golub/Mercy  includes  a 
purchase  price  of  $30,000,000  to  be  paid  by  Golub  (same  as  the  original  proposal), 
construction  of  556  residential  units  (409  market-rate  units  and  147  stand-alone  affordable 
family  units  at  50  percent  of  area  median  income),  and  payment  of  a  $24.3  million  affordable 
housing  fee  by  Golub  to  fund  all  of  the  affordable  housing  units  on  Block  6  and  a  portion  of  the 
affordable  housing  units  on  Block  7.  Based  on  this  revised  proposal,  OCII  staff  negotiated  the 
terms  of  a  disposition  and  development  agreement  ("DDA")  with  Golub/Mercy  for  the  sale  and 
development  of  Block  6  with  409  market-rate  units,  70  affordable  units,  shared  open  space, 
and  a  shared  underground  parking  garage.  The  DDA,  however,  does  not  cover  the 
development  of  Block  7,  which  includes  77  affordable  units,  a  child  care  facility  and  shared 
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open  space,  because  it  will  be  constructed  at  a  future  date  by  Mercy,  when  additional 
affordable  housing  funding  becomes  available;  and 

WHEREAS,  On  April  16,  2013,  the  Commission  on  Community  Investment  and 
Infrastructure  approved  the  DDA  and  the  exercise  of  OCII's  option  to  acquire  Blocks  6/7  from 
the  TJPA  pursuant  to  the  Option  Agreement.  OCII  will  deliver  written  notice  to  the  TJPA  and 
acquire  Blocks  6/7  prior  to  close  of  escrow  with  Golub  under  the  DDA.  Golub  will  acquire  all 
of  Blocks  6/7  from  OCII  then  subdivide  the  larger  parcel  into  separate  parcels,  including  Block 
6  and  Block  7.  Once  the  properties  are  subdivided,  Block  7  and  the  Affordable  Airspace 
Parcels  on  Block  6  will  be  reconveyed  to  OCII  for  development  at  a  later  date,  subject  to  a 
separate  agreement  between  OCII  and  Mercy.  Provided,  however,  that  the  DDA  also 
provides  that  if  a  subdivision  map  is  finalized  and  recorded  prior  to  OCII's  transfer  to  Golub, 
then  only  the  Block  6  land  parcel.  Furthermore,  the  DDA  provides  that,  prior  to  its 
development,  OCII  will  permit  Golub  and  Mercy  to  use  Block  7  for  staging  related  to  the 
construction  of  Block  6,  pursuant  to  a  license  agreement  that  will  be  executed  at  a  future  date; 
and 

WHEREAS,  Block  6,  a  TJPA-owned  parcel,  which  will  be  transferred  to  OCII,  located  at 
280  Beale  Street,  the  northeast  corner  of  Folsom  and  First  Streets,  Assessor's  Block  No. 
3738,  Lot  No.  004,  San  Francisco,  California,  in  the  Project  Area,  is  an  underutilized  lot 
currently  improved  by  a  surface  parking  lot  ("Property");  and 

WHEREAS,  Pursuant  to  the  Redevelopment  Plan,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  shall 
approve  the  sale  or  lease  of  any  property  acquired  by  OCII  pursuant  to  the  Option  Agreement 
in  a  manner  consistent  with  the  standards  and  procedures  that  govern  the  Agency's 
disposition  of  property  acquired  with  tax  increment  moneys  and  that  appear  in  Section  33433 
of  the  California  Community  Redevelopment  Law;  and

developments  costs  authorized  by  the  DDA;  2)  includes  a  purchase  price  of  $30,000,000, 
which  was  the  highest  price  achieved  through  a  competitive  request  for  proposals  process 
based  on  the  development  permitted  on  the  site  and  the  affordable  housing  requirements  of 
the  Redevelopment  Plan,  and  which  will  be  deposited  into  a  Trust  Account  maintained  by  the 
TJPA  for  use  to  help  pay  the  cost  of  constructing  the  new  Transbay  Transit  Center;  3)  will 
provide  70  units  affordable  family  housing  for  households  with  incomes  at  or  below  50  percent 
of  area  median  income;  4)  will  provide  $24.3  million  in  funding  for  affordable  housing,  of  which 
approximately  $14  million  will  be  used  to  subsidize  the  70  affordable  family  units  to  be 
developed  on  the  Property  and  $10.3  million  will  be  used  to  help  subsidize  the  77  affordable 
family  units  proposed  for  development  on  Block  7;  and  5)  will  assist  in  the  elimination  of  blight 
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by  converting  a  underutilized  parking  lot  into  a  high-density,  mixed-use,  mixed-income

[Urging  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  to  Set  Not  to  Exceed  Rates  for  CleanPowerSF  Without 
Any  Further  Delay] 

Resolution  reiterating  the  Board  of  Supervisor's  support  for  CleanPowerSF,  citing  the 
Board's  role  as  the  preeminent  policymaking  body  in  San  Francisco,  urging  the  Public 
Utilities  Commission  to  set  not-to-exceed  rates  for  CleanPowerSF  without  any  further 
delay,  and  promising  further  action  if  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  fails  to  set  rates. 

WHEREAS,  The  San  Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors  unanimously  established  a 
Community  Choice  Aggregation  (CCA)  program  in  2004  (File  No.  040236),  now  called 
CleanPowerSF;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  unanimously  approved  a  CCA  Governance 
Structure  in  2007  (File  No.  070777);  and 

WHEREAS,  Again  in  2007,  a  supermajority  of  The  Board  of  Supervisors  adopted  a 
Community  Choice  Aggregation  Program  Description,  Revenue  Bond  Action  Plan,  and  Draft 
Implementation  Plan,  which  established  key  aspects  of  the  CCA  Program  and  enacted  further 
implementation  measures  (File  No.  070501);  and 

WHEREAS,  In  2009  the  Board  of  Supervisors  unanimously  approved  the  issuance  of  a 
Request  for  Proposals  (RFPs)  for  Community  Choice  Aggregation  Services  (File  No.  091 161); 
and 

WHEREAS,  The  San  Francisco  Public  Utilities  Commission  (SFPUC),  in  response  to 
direction  from  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  issued  two  RFPs  seeking  suppliers  to  provide  key 
services  for  CleanPowerSF,  and  on  February  8,  2011,  the  SFPUC  authorized  the  General 
Manager  to  negotiate  with  one  or  more  creditworthy  firms  for  power  supply  services  for 
CleanPowerSF;  and 
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WHEREAS,  SFPUC  staff  has  negotiated  a  draft  contract  that  would  achieve  the 
Board's  goals  by:  (1)  mitigating  program  risks  by  using  a  phase-in  approach,  (2)  offering 
customers  a  100%  renewable  product,  (3)  requiring  a  $13.5  million  initial  appropriation  to  fund 
program  reserves,  and  (4)  allowing  for  development  of  new  renewable  resources  to  be  added 
into  the  electricity  portfolio  as  a  customer  revenue  stream  is  established;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  December,  2011,  the  SFPUC  approved  Resolution  11-0194,  which 
endorsed  the  negotiated  contract,  and  submitted  a  $19.5  million  appropriation  request  to  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  for  CleanPowerSF;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  September,  2012,  a  supermajority  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
authorized  the  PUC  to  launch  the  CleanPowerSF  program,  and  authorized  the  General 
Manager  of  the  PUC  to  execute  the  negotiated  contract  for  a  term  of  up  to  five  years  for  all 
services  required  to  launch  CleanPowerSF  (File  No.  111340);  and 

WHEREAS,  Also  in  September,  2012,  a  supermajority  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
appropriated  $19,500,000  of  Hetch  Hetchy  funds  to  support  CleanPowerSF's  CCA  program, 
and  added  Administrative  Code  Sections  10.100.372  and  10.100.373  to  establish  the 
CleanPowerSF  Customer  Fund  and  the  CleanPowerSF  Reserve  Fund  (File  No.  111371);  and, 

WHEREAS  The  San  Francisco  Public  Utilities  Commissioners  have  reviewed  the 
CleanPowerSF  program,  including  the  proposed  not-to-exceed  rates,  at  18  separate  meetings

"Bond  Purchase  Contract"),  a  copy  of  which  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  under  File

Section  7.  Approval  of  the  Official  Statement  in  Preliminary  and  Final  Form.  The  form

WHEREAS,  The  SFMTA  has  just  3,000  on-street  bike  racks  to  accommodate  the 
75,000  bicycle  trips  made  every  day;  and 

WHEREAS,  According  to  the  San  Francisco  Police  Department  (SFPD)  and  the  Bay 
Area  Rapid  Transit  Police  Department  (BART  Police),  bicycle  thefts  have  increased  by  70.2 
percent  from  2006  through  2012,  which  is  nearly  equal  to  the  approximately  71  percent

WHEREAS,  The  Note  is  a  limited  obligation  of  the  City,  the  sole  source  of  repayment  of 
which  shall  be  payments  made  by  the  Borrower  under  the  Borrower  Loan  Agreement 
(hereinafter  defined),  together  with  investment  income  of  certain  funds  and  accounts  held 
under  the  Funding  Loan  Agreement  (hereinafter  defined);  and 

WHEREAS,  The  City  has  engaged  Squire  Sanders  (US)  LLP  and  Curls  Bartling  P.C., 
as  co-note  counsel  with  respect  to  the  Note  ("Co-Note  Counsel");  and 
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WHEREAS,  Citibank,  N.A.,  a  national  banking  association,  has  expressed  its  intention 
to  purchase,  or  cause  an  affiliate  to  purchase,  the  Note  authorized  hereby;  now,  therefore,  be 
it 

RESOLVED,  By  this  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  as 
follows: 

Section  1.  Approval  of  Recitals.  The  Board  hereby  finds  and  declares  that  the  above 
recitals  are  true  and  correct. 

Section  2.  Approval  of  Execution  and  Delivery  of  Note  In  accordance  with  the  Act  and 
the  Funding  Loan  Agreement,  the  City  is  hereby  authorized  to  execute  and  deliver  a  revenue 
note  of  the  City,  which  note  comprises  a  Governmental  Lender  Note  under  the  Funding  Loan 
Agreement,  such  note  to  be  designated  as  "City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  Multifamily 
Housing  Revenue  Note  (Western  Park  Apartments),  2013  Series  F,"  or  such  other 
designation  as  may  be  necessary  or  appropriate  to  distinguish  such  Note  from  any  other 
bonds  or  notes  of  the  City,  in  an  aggregate  principal  amount  not  to  exceed  Thirty  Million 
Dollars  ($30,000,000)  (the  "Note"),  with  an  interest  rate  not  to  exceed  twelve  percent  (12%) 
per  annum  for  the  Note,  and  which  shall  have  a  final  maturity  date  not  later  than  forty  years 
after  the  date  on  which  the  Note  is  executed  and  delivered.  The  Note  shall  be  in  the  form  set 
forth  in  and  otherwise  in  accordance  with  the  Funding  Loan  Agreement,  and  shall  be  executed 
by  the  manual  or  facsimile  signature  of  the  Mayor  of  the  City  ("Mayor")  and  attested  by  the 
manual  signature  of  the  Clerk  of  the  Board. 

Section  3.  Approval  of  Funding  Loan  Agreement.  The  Funding  Loan  Agreement 
("Funding  Loan  Agreement"),  by  and  among  the  City,  Citibank,  N.A.,  as  funding  lender 
("Funding  Lender")  and  U.S.  Bank  National  Association,  as  fiscal  agent,  in  the  form  presented 
to  the  Board,  a  copy  of  which  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board,  is  hereby  approved.  Each 
of  the  Mayor,  the  Director  of  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Housing  and  Community  Development,  the 
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Housing  Development  Director  of  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Housing  and  Community  Development 
or  any  Authorized  Governmental  Lender  Representative  (as  such  term  is  defined  in  the 
Funding  Loan  Agreement)  (collectively,  "Authorized  Representatives"  and  each,  an 
"Authorized  Representative")  is  hereby  authorized  to  execute  the  Funding  Loan  Agreement, 
approved  as  to  form  by  the  City  Attorney  of  the  City  ("City  Attorney"),  in  substantially  said 
form,  together  with  such  additions  thereto  and  changes  therein  as  the  City  Attorney  and  Co- 
Note  Counsel  may  approve  or  recommend  in  accordance  with  Section  7  hereof. 

Section  4.  Approval  of  Borrower  Loan  Agreement.  The  Borrower  Loan  Agreement 
("Borrower  Loan  Agreement"),  by  and  between  the  City  and  the  Borrower,  in  the  form 
presented  to  the  Board,  a  copy  of  which  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board,  is  hereby 
approved.  Each  Authorized  Representative  is  hereby  authorized  to  execute  the  Borrower 
Loan  Agreement,  approved  as  to  form  by  the  City  Attorney,  in  substantially  said  form,  together 
with  such  additions  thereto  and  changes  therein  as  the  City  Attorney  and  Co-Note  Counsel 
may  approve  or  recommend  in  accordance  with  Section  7  hereof. 

Section  5.  Approval  of  Regulatory  Agreement  and  Declaration  of  Restrictive 
Covenants.  The  Regulatory  Agreement  and  Declaration  of  Restrictive  Covenants  ("Regulatory 
Agreement"),  between  the  City  and  the  Borrower,  in  the  form  presented  to  the  Board,  a  copy 
of  which  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board,  is  hereby  approved.  Each  Authorized 
Representative  is  hereby  authorized  to  execute  the  Regulatory  Agreement,  approved  as  to 
form  by  the  City  Attorney,  in  substantially  said  form,  together  with  such  additions  thereto  and 
changes  therein  as  the  City  Attorney  and  Co-Note  Counsel  may  approve  or  recommend  in 
accordance  with  Section  7  hereof. 

Section  6.  Issuer  Fees.  The  City,  acting  through  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Housing  and 
Community  Development,  shall  charge  a  fee  for  the  administrative  costs  associated  with 
issuing  the  Note  in  an  amount  not  to  exceed  0.25%  of  the  aggregate  principal  amount  of  the 
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Note.  Such  fee  shall  be  payable  at  closing  and  may  be  contingent  on  the  delivery  of  the  Note. 
The  City  shall  also  charge  an  annual  fee  for  monitoring  compliance  with  the  terms  of  the 
Regulatory  Agreement  in  an  amount  not  to  exceed  0.125%  of  the  outstanding  principal 
amount  of  the  Note,  but  no  less  than  $2,500  annually,  for  the  term  of  the  Regulatory 
Agreement.  The  initial  monitoring  fee  shall  be  payable  upon  delivery  of  the  Note.  The  Board 
hereby  authorizes  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Housing  and  Community  Development  to  charge  and 
collect  the  fees  described  in  this  section. 

Section  7.  Modifications,  Changes,  Additions.  Any  Authorized  Representative 
executing  the  Funding  Loan  Agreement,  the  Borrower  Loan  Agreement  or  the  Regulatory 
Agreement  (collectively,  "City  Agreements"),  in  consultation  with  the  City  Attorney  and  Co- 
Note  Counsel,  is  hereby  authorized  to  approve  and  make  such  modifications,  changes  or 
additions  to  the  City  Agreements  as  may  be  necessary  or  advisable,  provided  that  such 
modification  does  not  authorize  an  aggregate  principal  amount  of  the  Note  in  excess  of 
$30,000,000,  provide  for  a  final  maturity  on  the  Note  that  is  later  than  forty  years  after  date  on 
which  the  Note  is  executed  and  delivered,  or  provide  for  the  Note  to  bear  interest  at  a  rate  in 
excess  of  twelve  percent  (12%)  per  annum.  The  approval  of  any  modification,  addition  or 
change  to  any  of  the  aforementioned  documents  shall  be  evidenced  conclusively  by  the 
execution  and  delivery  of  the  document  in  question. 

Section  8.  General  Authority.  The  proper  officers  of  the  City  are  hereby  authorized  and 
directed,  for  and  in  the  name  and  on  behalf  of  the  City,  to  do  any  and  all  things  and  take  any 
and  all  actions  and  execute  and  deliver  any  and  all  certificates,  agreements  and  other 
documents,  including  but  not  limited  to  those  documents  described  in  the  City  Agreements, 
which  they,  or  any  of  them,  may  deem  necessary  or  advisable  in  order  to  consummate  the 
lawful  execution  and  delivery  of  the  Note  and  to  effectuate  the  purposes  thereof  and  of  the 
documents  herein  approved  in  accordance  with  this  Resolution. 
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Section  9.  Ratification  of  Prior  Actions.  All  actions  heretofore  taken  by  the  officers  and 
agents  of  the  City  with  respect  to  the  issuance  and  delivery  of  the  Note  are  hereby  approved, 
confirmed  and  ratified. 

Section  10.  File.  All  documents  referenced  herein  as  being  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the

[Multifamily  Housing  Revenue  Bonds  - 1751  Carroll  Avenue  -  Not  to  Exceed  $30,000,000] 

Resolution  declaring  the  intent  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  (City)  to 
reimburse  certain  expenditures  from  proceeds  of  future  bonded  indebtedness; 
authorizing  the  Director  of  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Housing  and  Community  Development 
(Director)  to  submit  an  application  and  related  documents  to  the  California  Debt  Limit 
Allocation  Committee  (CD LAC)  to  permit  the  issuance  of  residential  mortgage  revenue 
bonds  in  an  aggregate  principal  amount  not  to  exceed  $30,000,000  for  1751  Carroll 
Avenue  (Assessor's  Parcel  No.  5431 A,  Lot  No.  42),  San  Francisco,  California  94124; 
authorizing  and  directing  the  Director  to  direct  the  Controller's  Office  to  hold  in  trust  an 
amount  not  to  exceed  $100,000  in  accordance  with  CDLAC  procedures;  authorizing  the 
Director  to  certify  to  CDLAC  that  the  City  has  on  deposit  the  required  amount; 
authorizing  the  Director  to  pay  an  amount  equal  to  such  deposit  to  the  State  of 
California  if  the  City  fails  to  issue  the  residential  mortgage  revenue  bonds;  approving, 
for  purposes  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1986,  as  amended,  the  issuance  and  sale 
of  residential  mortgage  revenue  bonds  by  the  City  in  an  aggregate  principal  amount 
not  to  exceed  $30,000,000;  authorizing  and  directing  the  execution  of  any  documents 
necessary  to  implement  this  Resolution;  and  ratifying  and  approving  any  action 
heretofore  taken  in  connection  with  the  Project  (as  defined  herein)  and  the  Application 
(as,  defined  herein). 


WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  (Board 
of  Supervisors),  after  careful  study  and  consideration,  has  determined  that  there  is  a  shortage 
of  safe  and  sanitary  housing  within  the  City,  particularly  for  low  and 
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moderate  income  persons,  and  that  it  is  in  the  best  interest  of  the  residents  of  the  City  and  in 
furtherance  of  the  health,  safety,  and  welfare  of  the  public  for  the  City  to  assist  in  the  financing 
of  multi-family  rental  housing  units;  and 

WHEREAS,  Acting  under  and  pursuant  to  the  powers  reserved  to  the  City  under 
Sections  3,  5,  and  7  of  Article  XI  of  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  California  and  Sections 
1.101  and  9.107  of  the  Charter,  the  City  has  enacted  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
Residential  Mortgage  Revenue  Bond  Law  (City  Law),  constituting  Article  I  of  Chapter  43  of  the 
San  Francisco  Administrative  Code,  in  order  to  establish  a  procedure  for  the  authorization, 
issuance  and  sale  of  residential  mortgage  revenue  bonds  by  the  City  for  the  purpose  of 
providing  funds  to  encourage  the  availability  of  adequate  housing  and  home  finance  for 
persons  and  families  of  low  or  moderate  income,  and  to  develop  viable  communities  by 
providing  decent  housing,  enhanced  living  environments,  and  increased  economic

WHEREAS,  Bayview  Supportive  Housing,  LLC,  limited  liability  company  (or  any 
successor  thereto  including  any  successor  owner  of  the  Project,  the  Developer),  desires  to 
construct  a  121-unit  residential  rental  housing  development  located  at  1751  Carroll  Avenue 
(Assessor's  Parcel  Number  5431A-Lot  42)  San  Francisco,  California  94124  (Project);  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Developer  has  requested  that  the  City  assist  in  the  financing  of  the 
Project  through  the  issuance  of  one  or  more  series  of  tax-exempt  mortgage  revenue  bonds 
(Bonds);  and 
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WHEREAS,  The  City  expects  that  proceeds  of  the  Bonds  will  be  used  to  pay  certain 
costs  incurred  in  connection  with  the  Project  prior  to  the  date  of  issuance  of  the  Bonds;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  City  intends  to  issue  the  Bonds  in  an  amount  not  to  exceed 
$30,000,000  and  to  loan  the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds  to  the  Developer  (Loan)  to  finance  the 
costs  of  the  Project;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  has  determined  that  the  moneys  advanced  and 
to  be  advanced  to  pay  certain  expenditures  of  the  Project  are  or  will  be  available  only  for  a 
temporary  period  and  it  is  necessary  to  reimburse  such  expenditures  with  respect  to  the 
Project  from  the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds;  and 

WHEREAS,  Section  1.150-2  of  the  United  States  Treasury  Regulations  requires  that 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  declare  its  reasonable  official  intent  to  reimburse  prior  expenditures 
for  the  Project  with  proceeds  of  the  Bonds;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  interest  on  the  Bonds  may  qualify  for  tax  exemption  under  Section 
103  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1986,  as  amended  (Code),  only  if  the  Bonds  are 
approved  in  accordance  with  Section  147(f)  of  the  Code;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  City  now  wishes  to  approve  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  in  order  to 
satisfy  the  public  approval  requirements  of  Section  147(f)  of  the  Code;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Project  is  located  wholly  within  the  City;  and 

WHEREAS,  On  August  26,  2013,  the  City  caused  a  notice  stating  that  a  public  hearing 
with  respect  to  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  would  be  held  by  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Housing  and 
Community  Development  on  September  10,  2013,  to  appear  in  The  San  Francisco  Chronicle, 
which  is  a  newspaper  of  general  circulation  in  the  City;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Mayor's  Office  of  Housing  and  Community  Development  held  the 
public  hearing  described  above  on  September  10,  2013  and  an  opportunity  was  provided  for 
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persons  to  comment  on  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  and  the  Project;  and  the  minutes  of  such 
hearing  were  provided  to  this  Board  of  Supervisors  prior  to  this  meeting;  and 

WHEREAS,  This  Board  of  Supervisors  is  the  elected  legislative  body  of  the  City  and  is 
the  applicable  elected  representative  authorized  to  approve  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  within 
the  meaning  of  Section  147(f)  of  the  Code;  and 

WHEREAS,  Section  146  of  the  Code  limits  the  amount  of  tax-exempt  private  activity 
bonds,  which  include  qualified  mortgage  bonds,  that  may  be  issued  in  any  calendar  year  by 
entities  within  a  state  and  authorizes  the  legislature  of  each  state  to  provide  the  method  of 
allocating  authority  to  issue  tax-exempt  private  activity  bonds  within  the  respective  state;  and 

WHEREAS,  Chapter  11.8  of  Division  1  of  Title  2  of  the  Government  Code  of  the  State 
of  California  governs  the  allocation  in  the  State  of  California  of  the  state  ceiling  established  by 
Section  146  of  the  Code  among  governmental  units  in  the  State  having  the  authority  to  issue 
tax-exempt  private  activity  bonds;  and 

WHEREAS,  Section  8869.85(b)  of  the  Government  Code  requires  that  a  local  agency 
file  an  application  for  a  portion  of  the  state  ceiling  with  or  upon  the  direction  of  the  California 
Debt  Allocation  Committee  (CDLAC)  prior  to  the  issuance  of  tax-exempt  private  activity 
bonds,  including  qualified  mortgage  bonds;  and 

WHEREAS,  CDLAC  procedures  require  an  applicant  for  a  portion  of  the  state  ceiling  to 
certify  to  CDLAC  that  applicant  has  on  deposit  an  amount  equal  to  one-half  of  one  percent 
(1/2%)  of  the  amount  of  allocation  requested  not  to  exceed  $100,000.00;  now,  therefore  be  it 

RESOLVED,  By  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  as 
follows: 

Section  1 .  The  Board  of  Supervisors  finds  and  determines  that  the  foregoing  recitals 
are  true  and  correct. 
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Section  2.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  adopts  this  Resolution  for  purposes  of 
establishing  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  Section  1.150-2  of  the  United  States 
Treasury  Regulations.  This  Resolution  does  not  bind  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  issue  the 
Bonds,  approve  the  Loan  or  to  make  any  expenditure,  incur  any  indebtedness  or  proceed  with 
the  Project. 

Section  3.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  declares  its  official  intent  under  United 
States  Treasury  Regulations  Section  1.150-2  to  use  proceeds  of  the  Bonds  to  reimburse 
expenditures  incurred  in  connection  with  the  Project.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  further 
declares  its  intent  to  use  such  proceeds  to  reimburse  the  Developer  for  actual  expenditures 
made  by  the  Developer  on  the  Project. 

Section  4.  On  the  date  of  the  expenditure  to  be  reimbursed,  all  reimbursable  costs  of 
the  Project  will  be  of  a  type  properly  chargeable  to  a  capital  account  under  general  federal 
income  tax  principles. 

Section  5.  The  maximum  principal  amount  of  debt  expected  to  be  issued  for  the  Project 
is  $30,000,000. 

Section  6.  This  Board  of  Supervisors,  as  the  applicable  elected  representative  of  the 
governmental  unit  having  jurisdiction  over  the  area  in  which  the  Project  is  located,  hereby 
approves  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  for  purposes  of  Section  147(f)  of  the  Code. 

Section  7.  This  approval  of  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  by  the  City  is  neither  an  approval 
of  the  underlying  credit  issues  of  the  proposed  Project  nor  an  approval  of  the  financial 
structure  of  the  Bonds. 

Section  8.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  authorizes  the  Director,  or  his  designee  of 
the  Mayor's  Office  of  Housing  and  Community  Development  (Director),  on  behalf  of  the  City, 
to  submit  an  application  (Application),  and  such  other  documents  as  may  be  required,  to 
CDLAC  pursuant  to  Government  Code  Section  8869.85  for  an  allocation  for  the  Project  of  a 
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portion  of  the  state  ceiling  for  private  activity  bonds  in  a  principal  amount  not  to  exceed 
$30,000,000. 

Section  9.  An  amount  equal  to  $100,000  (Deposit)  is  hereby  authorized  to  be  held  on 
deposit  in  connection  with  the  Application  and  the  applicable  CDLAC  procedures,  and  the 
Director  is  authorized  to  certify  to  CDLAC  that  such  funds  are  available;  which  Deposit  shall 
consist  of  a  restriction  on  cash  in  the  Hotel  Tax  Fund  established  pursuant  to  Section  515.01 
of  Article  7  of  the  San  Francisco  Business  and  Tax  Regulations  Code  (Hotel  Tax  Fund). 

Section  10.  If  the  City  receives  a  CDLAC  allocation  and  the  applicable  issuance 
requirements  are  not  met,  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Housing  and  Community  Development  is 
hereby  authorized  to  cause  an  amount  equal  to  the  Deposit  to  be  paid  to  the  State  of 
California  from  the  Hotel  Tax  Fund,  if  required  by  CDLAC. 

Section  11.  The  officers  and  employees  of  the  City  and  the  Director  are  hereby 
authorized  and  directed,  jointly  and  severally,  to  do  any  and  all  things  necessary  or  advisable 
to  consummate  the  receipt  of  an  allocation  from  CDLAC  and  otherwise  effectuate  the 
purposes  of  this  Resolution,  and  all  actions  previously  taken  by  such  officers  and  employees 
with  respect  to  the  Project,  including  but  not  limited  to  the  submission  of  the  application  to 
CDLAC,  are  hereby  ratified  and  approved. 

Section  12.  This  Resolution  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  adoption  by  the  Board 
and  approval  by  the  Mayor.

Resolution  declaring  the  intent  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  (City)  to 
reimburse  certain  expenditures  from  proceeds  of  future  bonded  indebtedness; 
authorizing  the  Director  of  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Housing  (Director)  to  submit  an 
application  and  related  documents  to  the  California  Debt  Limit  Allocation  Committee 
(CDLAC)  to  permit  the  issuance  of  qualified  mortgage  revenue  bonds  in  an  aggregate 
principal  amount  not  to  exceed  $15,500,000  for  1825  Mission  Street  (Vincentian  Villa); 
authorizing  and  directing  the  Director  to  direct  the  Controller's  Office  to  hold  in  trust  an 
amount  not  to  exceed  $77,500  in  accordance  with  CDLAC  procedures;  authorizing  the 
Director  to  certify  to  CDLAC  that  the  City  has  on  deposit  the  required  amount;

mortgage  revenue  bonds  by  the  City  in  an  aggregate  principal  amount  not  to  exceed

implement  this  Resolution;  and  ratifying  and  approving  any  action  heretofore  taken  in 
connection  with  the  Project  (as  defined  herein)  and  the  Application  (as  defined  herein). 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  (the 
"Board  of  Supervisors"),  after  careful  study  and  consideration,  has  determined  that  there  is  a 
shortage  of  safe  and  sanitary  housing  within  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  (the  "City"), 
particularly  for  low  and  moderate  income  persons,  and  that  it  is  in  the  best  interest  of  the 
residents  of  the  City  and  in  furtherance  of  the  health,  safety,  and  welfare  of  the  public  for  the 
City  to  assist  in  the  financing  of  multi-family  rental  housing  units;  and 
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WHEREAS,  Acting  under  and  pursuant  to  the  powers  reserved  to  the  City  under 
Sections  3,  5,  and  7  of  Article  XI  of  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  California  and  Sections 
1.101  and  9.107  of  the  Charter,  the  City  has  enacted  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
Residential  Mortgage  Revenue  Bond  Law  (the  "City  Law"),  constituting  Article  I  of  Chapter  43 
of  the  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code,  in  order  to  establish  a  procedure  for  the 
authorization,  issuance  and  sale  of  residential  mortgage  revenue  bonds  by  the  City  for  the 
purpose  of  providing  funds  to  encourage  the  availability  of  adequate  housing  and  home 
finance  for  persons  and  families  of  low  or  moderate  income,  and  to  develop  viable 
communities  by  providing  decent  housing,  enhanced  living  environments,  and  increased

WHEREAS,  In  addition,  pursuant  to  Division  31  of  the  Health  and  Safety  Code  of  the 
State  of  California,  and  particularly  Chapter  7  of  Part  5  thereof  (the  "State  Law"),  the  City  is 
empowered  to  issue  and  sell  bonds  for  the  purpose  of  making  mortgage  loans  or  otherwise 
providing  funds  to  finance  the  development  of  multi-family  rental  housing  including  units  for 
lower  income  households  and  very  low  income  households;  and 

WHEREAS,  Vincentian  Villa  Investors  LP,  a  California  limited  partnership  (the 
"Developer"),  desires  to  acquire  and  renovate  a  124-unit  residential  rental  housing 
development  for  seniors  at  1825  Mission  Street  to  be  known  as  Vincentian  Villa  (the 
"Project");  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Developer  has  requested  that  the  City  assist  in  the  financing  of  the 
Project  through  the  issuance  of  one  or  more  series  of  tax-exempt  mortgage  revenue  bonds 
(the  "Bonds");  and 

WHEREAS,  The  City  expects  that  proceeds  of  the  Bonds  will  be  used  to  pay  certain 
costs  incurred  on  and  after  the  date  hereof  in  connection  with  the  Project;  and 
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WHEREAS,  The  City  intends  to  issue  the  Bonds  in  an  amount  not  to  exceed 
$1 5,500,000  to  finance  the  costs  of  the  Project  and  to  loan  the  proceeds  thereof  to  the 
Developer  (the  "Loan");  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  has  determined  that  the  moneys  advanced  and 
to  be  advanced  to  pay  certain  expenditures  of  the  Project  are  or  will  be  available  only  for  a 
temporary  period  and  it  is  necessary  to  reimburse  all  such  expenditures  made  on  and  after 
the  date  hereof  with  respect  to  the  Project  from  the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds;  and 

WHEREAS,  Section  1.150-2  of  the  Treasury  Regulations  requires  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  to  declare  its  reasonable  official  intent  to  reimburse  prior  expenditures  for  the 
Project  with  proceeds  of  a  borrowing;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  interest  on  the  Bonds  may  qualify  for  tax  exemption  under  Section 
103  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1986,  as  amended  (the  "Code"),  only  if  the  Bonds  are 
approved  in  accordance  with  Section  147(f)  of  the  Code;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  City  now  wishes  to  approve  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  in  order  to 
satisfy  the  public  approval  requirements  of  Section  147(f)  of  the  Code;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Project  is  located  wholly  within  the  City;  and 

WHEREAS,  On  September  5,  2013,  the  City  caused  a  notice  stating  that  a  public 
hearing  with  respect  to  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  would  be  held  by  the  Mayor's  Office  of 
Housing  on  September  20,  2013,  to  appear  in  The  San  Francisco  Examiner,  which  is  a 
newspaper  of  general  circulation  in  the  City;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Mayor's  Office  of  Housing  has  held  the  public  hearing  described 
above  on  September  20,  2013  and  an  opportunity  was  provided  for  persons  to  comment  on 
the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  and  the  Project;  and 
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WHEREAS,  This  Board  of  Supervisors  is  the  elected  legislative  body  of  the  City  and  is 
the  applicable  elected  representative  required  to  approve  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  within  the 
meaning  of  Section  147(f)  of  the  Code;  and 

WHEREAS,  Section  146  of  the  Code  limits  the  amount  of  qualified  mortgage  revenue 
bonds  that  may  be  issued  in  any  calendar  year  by  entities  within  a  state  and  authorizes  the 
legislature  of  such  state  to  provide  the  method  of  allocating  authority  to  issue  qualified 
mortgage  revenue  bonds  within  such  state;  and 

WHEREAS,  Chapter  1 1 .8  of  Division  1  of  Title  2  of  the  Government  Code  of  the  State 
of  California  governs  the  allocation  in  the  State  of  California  of  the  state  ceiling  established  by 
Section  146  of  the  Code  among  governmental  units  in  the  State  having  the  authority  to  issue 
qualified  mortgage  revenue  bonds;  and 

WHEREAS,  Section  8869.85  of  the  Government  Code  requires  a  local  agency  to  file 
an  application  for  a  portion  of  the  state  ceiling  with  or  upon  the  direction  of  the  California  Debt 
Allocation  Committee  ("CDLAC")  prior  to  the  issuance  of  qualified  mortgage  revenue  bonds; 
and 

WHEREAS,  CDLAC  procedures  require  an  applicant  for  a  portion  of  the  state  ceiling  to 
certify  to  CDLAC  that  applicant  has  on  deposit  an  amount  equal  to  one-half  of  one  percent 
(1/2%)  of  the  amount  of  allocation  requested;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  By  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  as 
follows: 

Section  1 .  The  Board  of  Supervisors  finds  and  determines  that  the  foregoing  recitals 
are  true  and  correct. 

Section  2.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  adopts  this  Resolution  for  purposes  of 
establishing  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  Section  1.150-2  of  the  Treasury 
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Regulations.  This  Resolution  does  not  bind  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  approve  the  Loan  or 
to  make  any  expenditure,  incur  any  indebtedness  or  proceed  with  the  Project. 

Section  3.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  declares  its  official  intent  under  Treasury 
Regulations  Section  1.150-2  and  declares  its  intent  to  use  proceeds  of  indebtedness  to 
reimburse  all  future  expenditures  incurred  in  connection  with  the  Project.  The  Board  of 
Supervisors  hereby  further  declares  its  intent  to  use  such  proceeds  to  reimburse  the 
Developer  for  actual  expenditures  made  by  the  Developer  on  the  Project. 

Section  4.  On  the  date  of  the  expenditure  to  be  reimbursed,  all  reimbursable  costs  of 
the  Project  will  be  of  a  type  properly  chargeable  to  a  capital  account  under  general  federal 
income  tax  principles. 

Section  5.  The  maximum  principal  amount  of  debt  expected  to  be  issued  for  the 
Project  is  $15,500,000. 

Section  6.  This  Board  of  Supervisors,  as  the  applicable  elected  representative  of  the 
governmental  unit  having  jurisdiction  over  the  area  in  which  the  Project  is  located,  hereby 
approves  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  for  purposes  of  Section  147(f)  of  the  Code. 

Section  7.  This  approval  of  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  by  the  City  is  neither  an 
approval  of  the  underlying  credit  issues  of  the  proposed  Project  nor  an  approval  of  the 
financial  structure  of  the  Bonds. 

Section  8.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  authorizes  the  Director  of  the  Mayor's 
Office  of  Housing  and  Community  Development  (the  "Director"),  on  behalf  of  the  City,  to 
submit  an  application  (the  "Application"),  and  such  other  documents  as  may  be  required,  to 
CDLAC  pursuant  to  Government  Code  Section  8869.85  for  an  allocation  of  a  portion  of  the 
state  ceiling  for  private  activity  bonds  in  a  principal  amount  not  to  exceed  $15,500,000  for 
qualified  mortgage  revenue  bonds. 
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Section  9.  An  amount  equal  to  $77,500  ("Deposit")  is  hereby  authorized  to  be  held  on 
deposit  in  connection  with  the  Application  and  the  applicable  CDLAC  procedures,  and  the 
Director  is  authorized  to  certify  to  CDLAC  that  such  funds  are  available;  which  Deposit  shall 
consist  of  a  restriction  on  cash  in  the  Affordable  Housing  Fund  established  pursuant  to 
Sections  315  et  seq.  of  the  San  Francisco  Planning  Code,  whereby  the  Citywide  Affordable 
Housing  Fund  receives  in-lieu  fees  paid  by  housing  developers  to  satisfy  requirements  of  the 
Inclusionary  Affordable  Housing  Program  (the  "Affordable  Housing  Fund"). 

Section  10.  If  the  City  receives  a  CDLAC  allocation  and  the  applicable  issuance 
requirements  are  not  met,  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Housing  is  hereby  authorized  to  cause  an 
amount  equal  to  the  Deposit  to  be  paid  to  the  State  of  California  from  the  Affordable  Housing 
Fund,  if  required. 

Section  1 1 .  The  officers  and  employees  of  the  City  and  the  Director  are  hereby 
authorized  and  directed,  jointly  and  severally,  to  do  any  and  all  things  necessary  or  advisable 
to  consummate  the  receipt  of  an  allocation  from  CDLAC  and  otherwise  effectuate  the 
purposes  of  this  Resolution,  and  all  actions  previously  taken  by  such  officers  and  employees 
with  respect  to  the  Project,  including  but  not  limited  to  the  submission  of  the  application  to 
CDLAC,  are  hereby  ratified  and  approved. 

Section  12.  This  Resolution  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  adoption  by  the  Board 
and  approval  by  the  Mayor.

Resolution  recognizing  the  importance  of  wellness  to  City  employees'  quality  of  life, 
controlling  health  care  costs,  and  providing  government  services  to  San  Francisco 
efficiently  and  effectively  and  pledging  to  support  a  comprehensive  employee  wellness 
plan  that  expands  on  current  wellness  offerings. 

WHEREAS,  It  is  estimated  that  78  percent  of  City  employees  suffer  from  one  or  more 
chronic  conditions;  and 

WHEREAS,  It  is  estimated  that  66  percent  of  city  employees  and  33  percent  of  the 
dependent  children  are  overweight  and  therefore  at  risk  or  already  suffering  from  many 
chronic  conditions  including  diabetes,  heart  disease,  cancer,  stroke,  hypertension,  stress  and 
depression;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  2013  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  (City)  employees  and  their 
families  face  increased  health  care  costs  and  diminished  quality  of  life  as  a  result  of  health 
conditions  that  can  be  improved  or  better  managed;  and 

WHEREAS,  Between  2008  and  2011,  total  medical  and  prescription  costs  increased  by

WHEREAS,  In  2008,  the  California  League  of  Cities  partnered  with  the  California

Campaign,  which  encourages  California  cities  to  adopt  policies  that  positively  impact  the 
health  and  wellness  of  residents.  One  hundred  fifty-two  California  cities  have  already  joined 
the  campaign;  and 

WHEREAS,  On  November  18,  2011,  the  League  of  California  Cities  Board  of  Directors 
unanimously  voted  to  encourage  100  percent  board  participation  in  the  HEAL  Cities 
Campaign;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  recognizes  the  importance  of  wellness  to 
City  employees'  quality  of  life  ,  controlling  health  care  costs,  and  providing  government 
services  to  San  Francisco  efficiently  and  effectively;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  in  order  to  promote  employee  health  and  wellness,  and 
to  set  an  example  for  other  businesses,  San  Francisco  pledges  to  adopt  and  implement  a 
comprehensive  employee  wellness  plan  that  expands  on  current  wellness  offerings  and  may 
include  a  broad  range  of  components  such  as: 

•    Health  Screenings.  Screenings  assess  individual  health  risks,  recommend  areas

[Endorsement  of  the  Japantown  Cultural  Heritage  and  Economic  Sustain  ability  Strategy] 

Resolution  endorsing  the  Japantown  Cultural  Heritage  and  Economic  Sustainability 
Strategy  (JCHESS). 

WHEREAS,  For  over  100  years,  Japantown  has  been  the  cultural  heart  of  San 
Francisco's  and  the  region's  Japanese  American  and  Japanese  communities;  and 

WHEREAS,  Japantown  has  endured  multiple  challenges  to  its  survival  over  this  last 
century,  including  entrenched  societal  and  political  racism;  the  denial  of  citizenship  to  the  Issei 
(first  generation  immigrant)  generation,  which  denied  them  a  political  voice;  the  1913  and  later 
Alien  Land  Laws,  which  prevented  the  Issei  from  owning  most  property;  the  World  War  II 
Internment,  which  forcibly  removed  and  incarcerated  120,000  persons  of  Japanese  ancestry 
in  desolate  concentration  camps  for  the  duration  of  the  war;  and  the  Redevelopment  of  the 
Western  Addition  in  the  1950s-1970s,  which  devastated  the  residential  and  commercial  bases 
of  the  Japantown  and  Fillmore  communities;  and 

WHEREAS,  There  are  only  three  Japantowns  left  in  the  United  States  (Los  Angeles, 
San  Jose  and  San  Francisco);  and 

WHEREAS,  California  Senate  Bill  307  was  passed  in  2001,  which  recognized  the 
significance  of  the  state's  three  remaining  Japantowns  and  created  the  California  Japantown 
Preservation  Pilot  Project  that  provided  grants  to  promote  the  preservation  of  Japantown 
neighborhoods.  The  San  Francisco  Japantown  community  has  also  been  recognized  by  the 
federal  Preserve  America  Program  as  a  place  that  embodies  a  unique  cultural  heritage  that 
deserves  preservation;  and 

WHEREAS,  San  Francisco's  Japantown  contains  hundreds  of  culturally  significant 

buildings,  businesses,  and  organizations  and  it  hosts  many  cultural  events  and  activities  that 
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are  important  to  the  region's  Japanese  American  and  Japanese  community.  The  community 
has  developed  memorials  to  its  cultural  history,  including  the  Three  Japantowns  Monument, 
and  created  the  Japantown  History  Walk  to  perpetuate  and  share  its  history  and  culture;  and 

WHEREAS,  Japantown  is  a  central  and  desirable  location  in  San  Francisco  that  will 
continue  to  face  substantial  economic  development  pressure  to  change  and  grow;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Japantown  neighborhood  has  been  the  subject  of  various  planning 
efforts  over  the  past  fourteen  years.  In  1999,  the  Japantown  Planning  Preservation  and 
Development  Task  Force  created  the  "Concepts  for  the  Japantown  Community  Plan".  This 
Plan  was  never  adopted  by  the  City.  In  2006,  the  City  enacted  a  Japantown  Special  Use 
District  to  help  "maintain  the  cultural  and  historic  integrity  and  neighborhood  of  Japantown". 
From  2007-2009  the  San  Francisco  Planning  Department  drafted  a  Better  Neighborhoods 
Plan  ("BNP")  for  Japantown  with  community  input,  but  the  BNP  was  not  adopted  by  the  City 
due  to  community  concerns  related  to  lack  of  focus  on  supporting  culturally  significant 
businesses  and  resources  as  well  as  to  the  potential  for  adverse  effects  of  new  development 
in  the  area,  including  the  potential  disruption,  displacement  and  elimination  of  important 
community-based  businesses,  organizations  and  activities;  and 

WHEREAS,  From  2009-2013  the  community  facilitated  a  process  that  focused  on 
ascertaining  and  articulating  the  community's  vision  of  its  future  and  its  preferred  cultural  and 
economic  strategies  for  achieving  that  vision;  and 

WHEREAS,  This  process  involved  dozens  of  community  and  stakeholder  meetings 
over  this  four-year  period,  during  which  the  community  identified  the  need  to  protect  and 
support  Japantown's  cultural  heritage  as  the  neighborhood's  top  priority;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Japantown  community,  Planning  Department  staff,  and  the  City's 
historic  preservation  consultants  worked  together  to  develop  a  new  methodology  for  analyzing 
and  recording  both  the  tangible  and  intangible  elements  of  cultural  heritage,  which  can  serve 
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as  a  precedent  for  other  communities  within  and  outside  of  San  Francisco.  This  work  resulted 
in  an  inventory  of  over  300  important  cultural  resources,  including  buildings,  businesses, 
organizations  and  institutions,  and  cultural  activities  and  events;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Japantown  community,  Planning  Department  staff,  staff  of  the  Office 
of  Economic  and  Workforce  Development,  and  the  City's  economic  consultants  created  a 
compendium  of  economic  and  other  tools  to  help  support  cultural  resources,  which  was  the 
first  time  such  a  toolkit  had  been  created  in  San  Francisco  or  anywhere  else  in  the  United 
States;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Japantown  Cultural  Resource  and  Economic  Sustainability  Strategy 
(JCHESS)  is  the  result  of  the  process  of  identifying  the  community's  concerns,  the  types  of 
cultural  resources  in  the  area,  and  the  potential  tools  to  address  the  concerns  and  to  support 
these  resources;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  vision  of  the  JCHESS  is  that  Japantown  will  thrive  as  a  culturally  rich, 
authentic,  and  economically  vibrant  neighborhood,  which  will  serve  as  the  cultural  heart  of  the 
Japanese  and  Japanese  American  communities  for  generations  to  come;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  goals  of  the  JCHESS  are  to  1)  secure  Japantown's  future  as  the 
historical  and  cultural  heart  of  Japanese  and  Japanese  American  Community  of  the  Bay  Area, 
2)  secure  Japantown's  future  as  a  thriving  commercial  and  retail  district,  3)  secure 
Japantown's  future  as  a  home  to  residents  and  community-based  institutions,  and  4)  secure 
Japantown's  future  as  a  physically  attractive  and  vibrant  environment;  and 

WHEREAS,  To  provide  context,  the  JCHESS  captures  the  existing  conditions  in 
Japantown,  as  relates  to  its  land,  buildings,  organizations  and  institutions,  businesses,  culture, 
and  public  realm;  and 
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WHEREAS,  The  JCHESS  lists  twenty-three  "Areas  of  Concern"  identified  by  the 
community  as  issues  that  have  or  could  prevent  the  fulfillment  of  the  vision  of  the  JCHESS; 
and 

WHEREAS,  To  fulfill  the  goals,  and  address  the  Areas  of  Concern,  the  JCHESS 
includes  nineteen  Recommendations,  which  are  designed  to  encourage  economic 
development  and  re-investment  in  the  buildings,  businesses,  organizations  and  institutions  of 
Japantown;  and 

WHEREAS,  Some  of  these  Recommendations  include  the  ongoing  implementation  of 
existing  programs,  while  others  are  newly  proposed  and  may  require  further  review,  such  as 
environmental  review,  by  the  Department  prior  to  implementation;  and 

WHEREAS,  Some  of  the  strategies  would  be  implemented  primarily  by  the  City,  and 
others  primarily  by  the  community;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Recommendations  fulfill  the  goals  of  the  JCHESS  and  address  the 
community's  identified  Areas  of  Concern;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  JCHESS  itself  was  vetted  in  over  30  community  and  stakeholder 
meetings  in  the  Spring  of  2013  and  public  hearings  at  the  Historic  Preservation  Commission 
and  Planning  Commission  in  July  of  2013;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  JCHESS  has  the  written  support  of  22  community  groups,  including 
multiple  property  owners,  businesses  and  business  associations,  and  community-based 
organizations;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Planning  Department  has  determined  that  the  JCHESS  is  not  a 
project  as  defined  by  the  California  Environmental  Quality  Act  (CEQA),  per  CEQA  Guidelines 
15060(c),  and  is  thus  not  subject  to  environmental  review;  and 
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WHEREAS,  The  JCHESS  has  received  the  endorsement  of  the  Historic  Preservation 
Commission  and  the  Planning  Commission  through  Resolutions  711  and  18965,  respectively; 
and 

WHEREAS,  All  pertinent  documents  may  be  found  in  the  files  of  the  Department,  as 
the  custodian  of  records,  at  1650  Mission  Street,  Suite  400,  San  Francisco;  now,  therefore,  be

RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  endorses  as  City  policy  to  support 
Japantown  as  a  culturally  and  economically  vibrant  community;  and,  be  it

and  Objectives  of  the  Japantown  Cultural  Heritage  and  Economic  Sustainability  Strategy

Resolution  authorizing  the  execution  and  delivery  of  not  to  exceed  $13,500,000  of 
Certificates  of  Participation  (Certificates)  or  other  forms  of  indebtedness  to  finance  the 
cost  of  additions  and  improvements  to  the  utility  infrastructure  at  Treasure  Island; 
authorizing  the  Director  of  Public  Finance  to  cause  the  preparation  of  documents 
necessary  for  the  execution  and  delivery  of  the  certificates  or  other  forms  of 
indebtedness,  including  a  Trust  Agreement,  a  Property  Lease,  a  Project  Lease,  Notice 
of  Sale,  Official  Notice  of  Sale,  an  Official  Statement  and,  if  required,  a  Purchase 
Contract  and  such  other  necessary  documents;  authorizing  the  Director  of  Public 
Finance  to  cause  the  issuance  of  commercial  paper  certificates  in  an  amount  not  to 
exceed  $13,500,000  in  anticipation  of  the  issuance  of  the  certificates  or  other  forms  of 
indebtedness;  granting  general  authority  to  City  officials  to  take  necessary  actions  in 
connection  with  the  authorization,  issuance,  sale,  and  delivery  of  the  certificates  or 
other  form  of  indebtedness  and  the  Commercial  Paper  Certificates;  approving 
modifications  to  documents  and  agreements;  making  California  Environmental  Quality 
Act  findings,  and  a  General  Plan  consistency  determination;  and  ratifying  previous 
actions  taken  in  connection  therewith. 

WHEREAS,  On  May  2,  1997,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  (the  "Board")  passed 
Resolution  No.  380-97  authorizing  the  Mayor's  Treasure  Island  Project  Office  to  establish  a 
nonprofit  public  benefit  corporation  known  as  the  Treasure  Island  Development  Authority  (the 
"Authority")  to  act  as  a  single  entity  focused  on  the  planning,  redevelopment,  reconstruction, 
rehabilitation,  reuse  and  conversion  of  the  former  Naval  Station  Treasure  Island  (the 
"Development  Project");  and  GOVERNMENT  _ 
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WHEREAS,  The  Authority  manages  Treasure  Island  under  the  terms  of  a  Cooperative 
Agreement,  as  amended  and  modified,  and  as  currently  dated  October  1,  2012,  by  and 
between  the  Authority  and  the  United  States  Department  of  the  Navy,  the  Authority  has 
agreed  to  assume  certain  responsibilities  for  the  (i)  operation  and  maintenance  for  the  water, 
waste  water,  storm  water,  electric  and  gas  utility  systems  (the  "Utility  Infrastructure")  on  former 
Naval  Station  Treasure  Island,  (ii)  security  and  public  health  and  safety  services,  (iii)  grounds 
and  street  maintenance  and  repair,  and  (iv)  property  management  and  caretaker  services; 
and 

WHEREAS,  The  majority  of  the  Utility  Infrastructure  at  Treasure  Island  is  fifty  or  more 
years  of  age  and  has  not  been  the  subject  of  capital  improvement  or  renewal,  and  the 
accumulation  of  deferred  maintenance  and  renewal  capital  needs  has  diminished  the  Utility 
Infrastructures'  reliability  and,  if  not  addressed,  such  deferred  maintenance  could  result  in 
significant  system  failures  which  could  present  a  threat  to  the  safety  and  welfare  of  residents 
and  other  occupants  of  Treasure  Island;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Authority  has  entered  into  a  Disposition  and  Development  Agreement 
with  the  Treasure  Island  Community  Development  which  provides  for  the  Utility  Infrastructure 
to  be  replaced  over  the  next  twenty  years  in  connection  with  the  Development  Project;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  (the  "City")  desires  to 
finance  the  cost  of  construction  and  installation  of  certain  additions  and  improvements  related 
to  the  Utility  Infrastructure  at  Treasure  Island  (the  "Treasure  Island  Utility  Improvement 
Project")  to  substantially  extend  the  useful  life  of  the  Utility  Infrastructure  and  to  address  its 
most  critical  maintenance,  repair  and  renewal  needs  to  increase  system  resiliency  and 
reliability,  and  decreasing  the  likelihood  of  future  utility  service  failure  or  disruption;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  has  adopted  Resolution  85-09  on  March  17, 
2009  and  signed  by  the  Mayor  on  March  24,  2009,  Resolution  136-10  on  April  6,  2010  and 
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signed  by  the  Mayor  on  April  14,  2010  and  Resolution  247-1 3  adopted  by  the  Board  on  July 
16,  2013  and  signed  by  the  Mayor  on  July  25,  2013  (collectively  the  "Program  Resolutions") 
in  connection  with  the  establishment  and  expansion  of  a  general  fund  backed  commercial 
paper  program  (the  "Program")  with  an  authorization  of  not  to  exceed  $250,000,000  in 
aggregate  principal  amount  of  tax-exempt  or  taxable  Commercial  Paper  Certificates 
("Commercial  Paper  Certificates"),  a  portion  of  the  proceeds  of  which  will  be  applied  toward 
the  interim  financing  of  the  acquisition,  construction  and  rehabilitation  of  capital  improvements 
within  or  owned  by  the  City,  and  the  financing  of  vehicles  and  equipment  (herein  the  "Capital 
Projects");  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  desires  to  authorize  the  Director  of  Public  Finance  to  cause  the 
preparation  of  documents  required  for  the  execution  and  delivery  of  one  or  more  series  of 
certificates  of  participation  or  other  forms  of  fixed  rated  indebtedness  (the  "Obligations")  to 
finance  some  of  the  costs  of  the  Treasure  Island  Utility  Improvement  Project,  including  without 
limitation  a  trust  agreement,  a  property  lease,  a  project  lease,  a  notice  of  sale,  an  official 
notice  of  sale,  an  official  statement,  and  a  purchase  contract,  as  applicable,  or  other 
documents  necessary  to  cause  the  issuance  of  the  Obligations;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  also  desires  to  authorize  the  Director  of  Public  Finance  to 
cause  the  issuance  of  Commercial  Paper  Certificates  in  anticipation  of  the  issuance  of  the 
Obligations,  and  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  By  the  People  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  as  follows: 

Findings.  The  Board  hereby  finds  and  determines  that  the  recitals  set  forth  above  are 
true  and  correct. 

Authorization  of  the  Obligations.  The  Board  hereby  authorizes  and  directs  the  Director 
of  Public  Finance,  acting  for  and  on  behalf  of  the  City  Controller  (the  "Director  of  Public 
Finance"),  to  cause  the  necessary  documents  to  be  prepared  in  connection  with  the  issuance 
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of  the  Obligations.  The  Obligations  will  be  delivered  to  fund  (i)  costs  of  the  Treasure  Island 
Utility  Improvement  Project,  including  repayment  of  the  CP  Notes  and  interest  thereon  issued 
for  such  purpose;  (ii)  a  debt  service  or  other  similar  reserve,  as  appropriate;  (iii)  capitalized 
interest,  if  any;  and  (iv)  costs  of  issuance  related  to  the  execution  and  delivery  of  the 
Certificates.  The  Certificates  shall  be  designated  as  "Certificates  of  Participation  (Treasure 
Island  Utility  Improvement  Project),"  with  such  other  or  additional  designation  for  other  forms 
of  indebtedness,  including  the  year  of  execution  and  delivery,  as  determined  by  the  Director  of 
Public  Finance. 

The  Obligations  shall  be  issued  in  an  aggregate  principal  amount  of  not  to  exceed 
Thirteen  Million  Five  Hundred  Thousand  Dollars  ($1 3,500,000),  shall  bear  interest  at  a  true 
interest  cost  of  not  to  exceed  twelve  percent  (12%)  per  annum,  and  shall  mature  not  greater 
than  25  years  from  the  date  of  issue.  The  Director  of  Public  Finance  is  hereby  authorized,  to 
the  extent  she  deems  it  necessary  or  advisable  and  in  the  interests  of  the  City,  to  procure 
credit  enhancement  for  the  Obligations,  including  but  not  limited  to  municipal  bond  insurance 
or  a  debt  service  reserve  fund  surety  bond  or  other  reserve  fund  instrument. 

The  Director  of  Public  Finance  is  hereby  authorized,  to  the  extent  she  deems  it 
necessary  or  advisable  and  in  the  interests  of  the  City,  to  cause  the  preparation  of  documents 
necessary  for  the  execution  and  delivery  of  the  Certificates,  including  without  limitation,  a  trust 
agreement,  a  property  lease,  a  project  lease,  a  notice  of  sale,  an  official  notice  of  sale,  an 
official  statement,  and  a  purchase  contract,  as  applicable,  and  such  other  documents  and 
instruments  necessary  to  secure  the  delivery  of  the  Obligations  and  receipt  of  the  funds. 

Sale  of  the  Obligations.  The  Director  of  Public  Finance  is  hereby  authorized  to  sell  the 
Obligations  by  competitive  or  negotiated  sale.  If  the  Director  of  Public  Finance  determines  to 
sell  the  Obligations  by  negotiated  sale,  the  Director  of  Public  Finance  is  authorized  to  appoint 
one  or  more  financial  institutions  to  act  as  underwriter  for  the  Obligations  in  accordance  with 
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City  policies  and  procedures,  including  but  not  limited  to  the  City's  policy  to  provide  locally 
disadvantaged  business  enterprises  an  equal  opportunity  to  participate  in  the  performance  of 
all  City  contracts.  Notwithstanding  anything  herein  to  the  contrary,  before  the  sale  of  any 
Obligations,  the  Director  of  Public  Finance  shall  return  to  the  Board  with  substantially  final 
documents,  including  without  limitation  any  official  statement  prepared  in  connection  with  the 
Obligations,  for  the  Board's  consideration  and  approval. 

Authorization  of  Commercial  Paper  Certificates.  Before  the  execution  and  delivery  of 
the  Obligations,  the  Director  of  Public  Finance  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  cause  the 
execution  of  the  City's  Commercial  Paper  Certificates  in  an  amount  not  to  exceed  Thirteen 
Million  Five  Hundred  Thousand  Dollars  ($13,500,000)  to  finance  some  or  all  of  the  Treasure 
Island  Utility  Improvement  Project,  such  Commercial  Paper  Certificates  to  be  issued  in 
accordance  with  City  policies  and  retired  with  proceeds  of  the  Obligations  or  other  available 
funds. 

Treasure  Island  Utility  Improvement  Project.  The  Authority,  working  with  the  SFPUC,  is 
authorized  and  directed  to  expend  the  proceeds  of  the  Certificates  and/or  the  Commercial 
Paper  Certificates  on  upgrades  and  improvements  to  the  Utility  Infrastructure,  in  accordance 
with  a  priorization  of  work  as  determined  by  the  Authority  Director  and  the  SFPUC  General 
Manager. 

Additional  Reporting  and  Financial  Plan.  The  Authority  shall  submit  a  report  to  the 
Board  of  Supervisors'  Budget  and  Finance  Committee  during  the  annual  budget  review 
process  each  year  that  details  the  General  Fund  share  of  annual  debt  service  reguested  for 
TIHDI  residents,  and  provide  to  the  Committee  a  10-vear  financial  plan  that  coincides  with  the 
debt  service  on  any  Certificates  of  Participation  issued  in  connection  with  the  Treasure  Island 
Utility  Improvement  Project.  In  connection  with  any  General  Fund  subsidy,  other  than  the 
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subsidy  for  TIHDI  residents,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  will  require  the  Authority  to  enter  into  an 
memorandum  of  understanding  with  the  City  to  reimburse  the  General  Fund. 

General  Authority.  The  Mayor,  the  City  Treasurer,  the  City  Attorney,  the  City 
Controller,  the  City  Administrator,  the  Director  of  Public  Finance,  the  Clerk,  the  Authority 
Director,  and  the  SFPUC  General  Manager,  and  other  officers  of  the  City  and  their  duly 
authorized  deputies,  designees  and  agents  are  hereby  authorized  and  directed,  jointly  and 
severally,  to  take  such  actions  and  to  execute  and  deliver  such  certificates,  agreements, 
requests  or  other  documents  as  they  may  deem  necessary  or  desirable  to  accomplish  the 
purposes  of  this  Resolution,  including  but  not  limited  to  the  execution  and  delivery  of  the 
documents  for  the  Obligations,  the  Commercial  Paper  Certificates,  and  the  Treasure  Island 
Utility  Improvement  Project,  to  obtain  bond  insurance  or  other  credit  enhancements,  to  obtain 
title  insurance,  to  clear  any  encumbrances  to  title  and  to  carry  out  other  title  work. 

Additional  Actions.  The  Mayor,  the  City  Treasurer,  the  City  Controller,  the  Director  of 
Public  Finance,  the  Authority  Director,  and  the  SFPUC  General  Manager,  each  are  hereby 
authorized  to  take  such  actions  and  prepare  such  documents,  upon  consultation  with  the  City 
Attorney,  as  may  be  necessary  or  desirable  and  in  the  interests  of  the  City  in  connection  with 
execution,  delivery  and  performance  of  the  Obligations,  Commercial  Paper  Certificates,  and 
the  Treasure  Island  Utility  Improvement  Project. 

CEQA.  On  April  21,  2011,  the  Planning  Commission  by  Motion  No.  18325,  and  the 
TIDA  Board  of  Directors  by  Resolution  No.  11-14,  as  co-lead  agencies,  certified  the 
completion  of  the  Final  Environmental  Impact  Report  for  the  Development  Project  (the  "EIR"). 
The  Board  of  Supervisors  then  adopted  Resolution  No.  246-1 1 ,  making  findings  under  the 
California  Environmental  Quality  Act  ("CEQA"),  including  a  mitigation  monitoring  and  reporting 
program  and  a  statement  of  overriding  considerations,  which  Resolution  is  on  file  with  the 
Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.  110328.  The  Development  Project  contemplated 
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and  the  EIR  considered  the  ongoing  use,  maintenance  and  repair  of  the  Utility  Infrastructure 
to  the  date  of  replacement.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  finds  that  since  the  EIR  was  finalized, 
there  have  been  no  substantial  project  changes  and  no  substantial  changes  in  project 
circumstances  that  would  require  revisions  to  the  EIR  due  to  the  involvement  of  new 
significant  environmental  effects  or  an  increase  in  the  severity  of  previously  identified 
significant  impacts,  and  there  is  no  new  information  that  would  change  the  conclusions  set 
forth  in  the  EIR.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  further  finds  that  its  General  Plan  consistency 
determination,  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.  110228,  applies  to 
the  Treasure  Island  Utility  Improvement  Project. 

Partial  Invalidity.  Any  provision  of  this  Resolution  found  to  be  prohibited  by  law  shall  be 
ineffective  only  to  the  extent  of  such  prohibition,  and  shall  not  invalidate  the  remainder  of  this 
Resolution. 

Ratification  of  Prior  Actions.  All  actions  authorized  and  approved  by  this  Resolution  but 
heretofore  taken  are  hereby  ratified,  approved  and  confirmed  by  the  Board.

WHEREAS,  The  Base  was  selected  for  closure  and  disposition  by  the  Base 
Realignment  and  Closure  Commission  in  1993,  acting  under  Public  Law  101-510,  and  its

WHEREAS,  On  May  2,  1997,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  passed  Resolution  No.  380-97,

WHEREAS,  Former  Naval  Station  Treasure  Island  is  a  military  base  located  on 
Treasure  Island  and  Yerba  Buena  Island  (together,  the  "Base"),  which  is  currently  owned  by 
the  United  States  of  America,  acting  by  and  through  the  Department  of  the  Navy;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Base  was  selected  for  closure  and  disposition  by  the  Base 
Realignment  and  Closure  Commission  in  1993,  acting  under  Public  Law  101-510,  and  its 
subsequent  amendments;  and 

WHEREAS,  Under  the  Treasure  Island  Conversion  Act  of  1997,  which  amended 
Section  33492.5  of  the  California  Health  and  Safety  Code  and  added  Section  2.1  to  Chapter 
1333  of  the  Statutes  of  1968  (the  "Act"),  the  California  Legislature  (i)  designated  the  Treasure 
Island  Development  Authority  ("TIDA")  as  a  redevelopment  agency  under  California 
redevelopment  law  with  authority  over  the  Base  upon  approval  of  the  City's  Board  of 
Supervisors,  and  (ii)  with  respect  to  those  portions  of  the  Base  which  are  subject  to  Tideiands 
Trust,  vested  in  TIDA  the  authority  to  administer  the  public  trust  for  commerce,  navigation  and 
fisheries  as  to  such  property;  and 
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WHEREAS,  On  March  12,  1997,  the  City  and  the  Navy  executed  the  Base  Caretaker 
Cooperative  Agreement  in  which  the  City  agreed  to  assume  certain  caretaker  responsibilities

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  approved  the  designation  of  TIDA  as  a

WHEREAS,  In  1998  TIDA  assumed  the  caretaker  responsibilities  outlined  in  the 
Cooperative  Agreement;  and 

WHEREAS,  Under  the  Cooperative  Agreement  the  City,  and  later  TIDA,  agreed  to 
assume,  in  addition  to  other  responsibilities,  certain  responsibilities  for  operation  and 
maintenance  of  the  water,  waste  water,  storm  water,  electric  and  gas  utility  systems  on  the 
Base;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  SFPUC  has  been  performing  utility  services  for  the  Base  on  behalf  of 
TIDA  without  benefit  of  a  written  agreement  for  such  services;  and 

WHEREAS,  After  a  competitive  bid  process,  the  TIDA  Board  selected  Treasure  Island 
Community  Development,  LLC  ("TICD")  as  the  proposed  master  developer  of  the  Base;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  June  201 1  the  TIDA  Board  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors  approved 
numerous  transactions  and  entitlement  documents  related  to  the  proposed  development  of 
the  Base,  including  a  Disposition  and  Development  Agreement  with  TICD  (the  "DDA")  and  an 
attached  Infrastructure  Plan  describing  certain  infrastructure  to  be  built  on  the  Base  by  TICD;

Resolution  declaring  October  2013,  as  Domestic  Violence  Awareness  Month  in  the  City 
and  County  of  San  Francisco. 

WHEREAS,  For  far  too  long  domestic  violence  was  ignored  or  treated  as  a  private 
matter  where  victims  suffered  in  silence  without  hope  of  intervention;  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  spite  of  charters,  conventions,  and  other  governmental  declarations, 
globally  one  billion  women  -  one  of  every  three  women  -  will  be  raped  or  beaten  in  her 
lifetime  and  one  billion  mothers,  daughters,  sisters,  partners,  and  friends  will  be  violated;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Fifty  percent  of  the  men  who  have  frequently  assaulted  their  partners  are 
reported  to  also  frequently  abuse  their  children;  and, 

WHEREAS,  While  domestic  violence  is  generally  thought  to  be  physical,  it  can  also 
take  an  emotional,  psychological,  or  sexual  form,  in  which  one  person  in  a  relationship  will  use 
a  pattern  of  behavior  to  control  the  other  person,  and  many  victims  will  not  immediately 
consider  this  to  be  "abuse;"  and, 

WHEREAS,  Although  women  are  much  more  likely  to  be  victims  of  domestic  violence, 
men  account  for  fifteen  percent  of  victims,  and  therefore  any  person  can  be  a  victim;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Children  in  homes  affected  by  domestic  violence  are  more  likely  to  be 
abused  or  neglected,  and  even  without  being  directly  abused,  children  can  often  experience 
emotional  or  behavioral  damage;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  health-related  costs  of  dealing  with  rape,  physical  assault,  stalking, 
and  homicide  committed  by  domestic  partners  exceed  $5.8  billion  dollars  each  year;  and,

domestic  violence  laws  for  reasons  including:  courts  failing  to  issue  restraining  orders;

Resolution  authorizing  the  Sheriff's  Department  to  submit  an  application  to  the  Board 
of  State  and  Community  Corrections  pursuant  to  California  State  Senate  Bill  1022 
(2012)  for  a  proposed  project  to  replace  County  Jail  No.  3  and  County  Jail  No.  4  and  to 
seek  funding  preference  for  such  application;  outlining  the  cash  contribution  funds  for 
the  proposed  project;  and  conditionally  approving  the  form  and  execution  of 
associated  financing  and  construction  documents. 

WHEREAS,  Under  Senate  Bill  1022,  Chapter  42,  Statutes  of  2012  ("SB  1022"),  the 
State  of  California  authorized  the  Board  of  State  and  Community  Corrections  ("BSCC"),  the 
California  State  Public  Works  Board  ("SPWB"),  and  participating  counties  to  acquire,  design 
and  construct  adult  local  criminal  justice  facilities  approved  by  the  BSCC;  and 

WHEREAS,  SB  1022  authorized  the  SPWB  to  issue  up  to  $500,000,000  in  revenue 
bonds  to  finance  the  acquisition,  design,  renovate,  and  construction  of  approved  adult  local 
criminal  justice  facilities;  and 

WHEREAS,  On  July  23,  2013,  the  BSCC  issued  a  Request  for  Proposals  for 
Construction  of  Adult  Local  Criminal  Justice  Facilities  ("SB  1022  RFP"),  a  copy  of  which  is  on 
file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.  130973.  and  is  incorporated  herein 
by  reference;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  1992,  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  ("County")  developed 
Seismic  Hazard  Ratings  for  over  200  of  its  public  buildings  on  a  scale  from  one  to  four,  with 
four  representing  the  most  seismically  deficient,  and  County's  Hall  of  Justice  building  at  850 
Bryant  Street  ("HOJ")  is  a  seismically  deficient  building  that  received  a  rating  of  three;  and 
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WHEREAS,  The  HOJ  contains  County  Jail  #3  and  County  Jail  #4,  which  have  a 
combined  total  of  905  (826  rated)  bed  facilities;  and 

WHEREAS,  If  the  HOJ  sustains  significant  damage  due  to  a  major  seismic  event,  the 
estimated  cost  to  relocate  and  transport  inmates  housed  in  County  Jail  #3  and  County  Jail  #4 
is  estimated  to  be  tens  of  millions  of  dollars,  and  replacing  County  Jail  #3  and  County  Jail  #4 
has  been  a  high  priority  of  the  County's  Ten-Year  Capital  Plan  since  its  inception  in  2006;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  replacement  of  County  Jail  #3  and  County  Jail  #4  with  a  new  jail 
facility  adjacent  to  HOJ  (the  "Proposed  Facility")  is  estimated  to  cost  $290,000,000,  and  if  the 
County  receives  financing  of  SB  1022  funds  for  the  Proposed  Facility,  the  total  cost  to  the 
County  to  construct  the  Proposed  Facility  would  be  substantially  offset  by  such  awarded 
funds;  and 

WHEREAS,  Applying  for  the  SB  1022  funds  requires  the  County  to  submit  an 
Applicant's  Agreement  in  substantially  the  form  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  in  File  No.  130973  ('  Applicant's  Agreement"),  which  is  incorporated  herein  by 
reference;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  County  is  qualified  to  receive  up  to  $80,000,000  of  SB  1022  funds 
through  the  SB  1022  RFP,  which  amount  would  require  a  matching  County  contribution 
("County's  Cash  Contribution");  and 

WHEREAS,  Under  budgets  adopted  by  this  Board  of  Supervisors  for  Fiscal  Years  2012 
through  2015,  $11,190,000  ("Appropriated  Amount")  was  appropriated  to  the  County's 
Sheriff's  Department  through  the  capital  budget  for  replacement  of  County  Jail  #3  and  County 
Jail  #4,  which  amount  could  be  used  towards  County's  Cash  Contribution;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  County  could  use  the  County's  Cash  Contribution  to  pay  for  its 
construction,  preliminary  designs,  studies,  environmental  review  and  analysis,  and  preliminary 
project  management  for  the  Proposed  Facility;  and 
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WHEREAS,  The  County  can  seek  a  funding  preference  for  SB  1022  financing  if  its 
submitted  application  includes  a  resolution  that  is  adopted  by  this  Board  of  Supervisors  and 
certifies  County's  Cash  Contribution  has  been  duly  authorized  and  is  lawfully  available,  and  a 
September  27,  2013,  letter  from  the  County's  Controller  confirms  $11,1 90,000  has  been 
appropriated  for  the  Proposed  Facility  and  is  duly  authorized  and  lawfully  available 
("Controller's  Findings"),  which  letter  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in 
File  No.  1 30973  and  is  incorporated  herein  by  reference;  and 

WHEREAS,  This  Board  of  Supervisors  adopted  a  FY  2014-23  Ten-Year  Capital  Plan 
on  April  16,  2013,  showing  that  the  County  could  fully  fund  the  Proposed  Facility  in  an  amount 
equal  to  $290,000,000  with  General  Fund  supported  certificates  of  participation;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  County  can  seek  funding  preference  for  SB  1022  financing  if  its 
submitted  application  includes  a  complete  initial  real  estate  due  diligence  package,  and  the 
Sheriffs  Department  intends  to  submit  such  a  package;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  County  can  seek  a  funding  preference  for  SB  1022  financing  if  its 
submitted  application  includes  a  resolution  that  is  adopted  by  this  Board  of  Supervisors  that 
authorizes  the  execution  of  a  Project  Delivery  and  Construction  Agreement,  a  BSCC  Jail 
Construction  Agreement,  a  Ground  Lease,  a  Right  of  Entry  for  Construction  and  Operation, 
and  a  Facility  Sublease  in  substantially  the  forms  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  in  File  No.  130973  (the  "Financing  Documents"),  and  the  Financing  Documents 
are  hereby  declared  to  be  a  part  of  this  resolution  as  if  set  forth  fully  herein;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  SB  1022  RFP  specifies  that  any  county  applying  for  SB  1022 
financing  must  designate  the  construction  administrator  for  the  Proposed  Facility,  and 
County's  construction  administrator  for  the  Proposed  Facility  will  be  Jim  Buker,  Senior 
Architect  for  County's  Department  of  Public  Works  (DPW),  Building  Design  &  Construction 
(BDC)  -  Project  Management,  or  any  other  person  designated  by  the  Director  of  DPW;  and 
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WHEREAS,  The  SB  1022  RFP  specifies  that  any  county  applying  for  SB  1022 
financing  must  designate  the  project  contact  person  for  the  Proposed  Facility,  and  County's 
project  contact  persons  for  the  Proposed  Facility  will  be  Jim  Buker,  Senior  Architect  for 
County's  Department  of  Public  Works  (DPW),  Building  Design  &  Construction  (BDC)  -  Project 
Management,  or  any  other  person  designated  by  the  Director  of  DPW,  and  Undersheriff  Ellen 
Brin,  Sheriff's  Department,  or  any  other  person  designated  by  the  County's  Sheriff;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  SB  1022  RFP  specifies  that  any  county  applying  for  SB  1022 
financing  must  designate  the  financial  officer  for  the  Proposed  Facility,  and  County's  financial 
officers  for  the  Proposed  Facility  will  be  Bree  Mawhorter,  Chief  Financial  Officer  of  County's 
Sheriff's  Department,  or  any  other  person  designated  by  the  County's  Sheriff,  and  Jim  Buker, 
Senior  Architect  for  County's  Department  of  Public  Works  (DPW),  Building  Design  & 
Construction  (BDC)  -  Project  Management,  or  any  other  person  designated  by  the  Director  of 
DPW;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  County  is  required  to,  and  will,  undertake  environmental  review  under 
the  California  Environmental  Quality  Act  of  the  Proposed  Facility  as  its  project  components 
are  better  defined,  and  will  work  with  all  interested  parties,  County  staff,  experts  and  the  public 
to  develop  a  thorough  environmental  analysis  that  will  inform  the  design,  development  and 
operation  of  the  Proposed  Facility;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  County  retains  discretion  to:  (1)  modify  the  Proposed  Facility  to 
mitigate  significant  adverse  environmental  impacts,  (2)  select  feasible  alternatives  that  avoid 
significant  adverse  impacts  of  the  Proposed  Facility,  (3)  implement  specific  measures  to 
mitigate  the  significant  adverse  environmental  impacts  of  the  Proposed  Facility,  (4)  reject  the 
Proposed  Facility  as  proposed  if  its  economic  and  social  benefits  do  not  outweigh  otherwise 
unavoidable  significant  adverse  impacts  of  the  Proposed  Facility,  or  (5)  approve  the  Proposed 
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Facility  upon  a  finding  that  the  economic  and  social  benefits  of  the  Proposed  Facility  outweigh 
otherwise  unavoidable  significant  adverse  impacts;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  The  County  is  authorized  to  submit  an  application  for  $80,000,000  of  SB 
1022  funds  in  response  to  the  SB  1022  RFP  and  to  seek  funding  preference  for  the  Proposed 
Facility  within  the  SB  1022  financing  program;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  The  Director  of  DPW  is  authorized  to  execute  and  submit  the 
Applicant's  Agreement  to  the  BSCC;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  If  County  is  conditionally  awarded  SB  1022  financing,  the 
Appropriated  Amount  will  be  used  to  pay  for  preliminary  designs,  studies,  environmental 
review  and  analysis,  and  preliminary  project  management  for  the  Proposed  Facility;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  this  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  adopts  the  Controller's 
Findings  to  represent,  warrant  and  covenant  as  follows: 

(1)  The  County's  Cash  Contribution  shall  be  derived  exclusively  from  County's  lawfully 
available  funds; 

(2)  Payment  of  the  County's  Cash  Contribution  to  pay  for  the  design  or  construction  of 
the  Proposed  Facility  shall  be  (i)  within  the  power,  legal  right,  and  authority  of  County,  and  (ii) 
legal  and  not  conflict  with  or  constitute  on  the  part  of  the  County  a  material  violation  of,  a 
material  breach  of,  a  material  default  under,  or  result  in  the  creation  or  imposition  of  any  lien, 
charge,  restriction,  or  encumbrance  upon  any  property  of  the  County  under  the  provisions  of 
any  charter  instrument,  bylaw,  indenture,  mortgage,  deed  of  trust,  pledge,  note,  lease,  loan, 
installment  sale  agreement,  contract,  or  other  material  agreement  or  instrument  to  which  the 
County  is  party  or  by  which  the  County  or  its  properties  or  funds  are  otherwise  subject  or 
bound,  decree,  or  demand  of  any  court  or  governmental  agency  or  body  having  jurisdiction 
over  the  County  or  any  of  its  activities,  properties  or  funds,  and  payment  of  the  Appropriated 
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Amount  to  pay  for  the  design  or  construction  of  the  Proposed  Facility  has  been  duly 
authorized  by  this  Board  of  Supervisors; 

(3)  Except  as  otherwise  approved  in  advance  by  the  BSCC,  the  County's  Cash 
Contribution  and  the  Proposed  Facility  have  not  been  and  will  not  be  (i)  mortgaged,  pledge,  or 
hypothecated  by  the  County  in  any  manner  or  for  any  purpose,  (ii)  the  subject  of  a  grant  of  a 
security  interest  by  the  County,  (iii)  mortgaged,  pledged  or  hypothecated  for  the  benefit  of  the 
County  or  its  creditors  in  any  manner  or  for  any  purpose,  or  (iv)  the  subject  of  a  grant  of  a 
security  interest  in  favor  of  the  County  or  its  creditors; 

(4)  The  County  shall  not  in  any  manner  impair,  impede  or  challenge  the  security,  rights 
and  benefits  of  the  owners  of  any  lease-revenue  bonds  sold  by  the  SPWB  to  finance  the  SB 
1022  financing  for  the  Proposed  Facility  (State  Bonds)  or  the  trustee  for  the  State  Bonds;  and, 
be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  If,  following  all  required  environmental  review,  this  Board  of 
Supervisors  elects  to  proceed  with  the  Proposed  Facility,  the  County  will  be  authorized  to 
proceed  with  the  Proposed  Facility  if  County  is  awarded  with  SB  1022  financing  for  the 
Proposed  Facility  and  the  County  accepts  such  financing,  acquires  the  real  property 
necessary  for  the  Proposed  Facility,  and  obtains  sufficient  funding  for  the  development  and 
construction  of  the  Proposed  Facility  (the  "Acceptance  Conditions");  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  The  County  is  seeking  funding  preference  for  its  SB  1022 
financing  application  associated  with  review  of  and  authorization  to  execute  the  Financing 
Documents,  and  this  Board  of  Supervisors  does  hereby  approve  the  form  of  the  Financing 
Documents;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  If  this  Board  of  Supervisors  elects  to  proceed  with  the 
Proposed  Facility  following  all  required  environmental  review  and  the  Acceptance  Conditions 
are  fully  satisfied,  the  following  persons  (collectively,  the  "Authorized  Officers"),  will  be 
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authorized  to  execute  the  Financing  Documents  as  specified  below  for  and  in  the  name  of  the

County's  Controller  or  his  or  her  designee,  and  County's  Sheriff  or  his  or  her  designee,  acting 
together  and  with  the  recommendation  of  the  Director  of  DPW  or  his  or  her  designee, 
authorized  to  sign  the  Project  Delivery  and  Construction  Agreement;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  if  the  County  is  awarded  financing  of  SB  1022  funds,  the 
County  elects  to  proceed  with  the  Proposed  Facility  and  the  Acceptance  Conditions  are  fully 
satisfied,  the  County  shall  (i)  adhere  to  state  requirements  and  terms  of  agreement  between 
the  County,  the  BSCC,  and  the  SPWB  in  the  expenditure  of  such  financing  and  the  County's 
Cash  Contribution,  and  (ii)  safely  staff  and  operate  the  Proposed  Facility,  should  it  be

[Encroachment  Permit  -  Hidden  Garden  Tiled  Steps  Project  -  16th  Avenue  between 
Kirkham  and  Lawton  Streets] 

Resolution  granting  revocable  permission  to  The  Hidden  Garden  Steps  Organizing 
Committee  to  occupy  a  portion  of  the  public  right-of-way  to  install  and  maintain  a 
mosaic  tiled  mural  on  the  risers,  and  non-slip  paving  tiles  on  the  treads  of  the  existing 
City  concrete  stairway,  and  a  garden  habitat  adjacent  to  the  existing  concrete  City 
stairway,  along  16th  Avenue  between  Kirkham  and  Lawton  Streets;  accepting  as  a  gift 
to  the  City  said  tiled  steps,  garden  habitat  and  a  $20,000  maintenance  fund  for  the  tiled 
steps;  and  making  findings  of  consistency  with  the  General  Plan,  and  the  eight  priority 
policies  of  Planning  Code,  Section  101.1. 

WHEREAS,  Pursuant  to  Public  Works  Code  Section  786,  permission  was  requested  by 
The  Hidden  Garden  Steps  Organizing  Committee  to  occupy  a  portion  of  the  public  right-of- 
way  to  install  a  mosaic  tiled  mural  on  the  risers  and  non-slip  paving  tiles  on  the  treads  of  the 
existing  City  concrete  stairway,  a  garden  habitat  adjacent  to  the  existing  concrete  City 
stairway  along  16th  Avenue  between  Kirkham  and  Lawton  Streets,  as  shown  on  the  permit 
plans.  The  Hidden  Garden  Steps  Organizing  Committee  has  also  offered  as  a  gift  to  the  City 
and  County  of  San  Francisco,  the  tiled  steps  project,  the  associated  landscaping  and  a 
$20,000  maintenance  fund  for  the  tiled  steps.  Copies  of  the  permit  plans  and  The  Hidden 
Garden  Steps  Organizing  Committee's  gift  offer  are  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  Clerk  of  the

WHEREAS,  The  Transportation  Advisory  Staff  Committee  (TASC)  at  its  meeting  of 
January  10,  2013,  recommended  approval  of  the  proposed  tiled  steps  and  landscaping 
improvements;  and 
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WHEREAS,  The  Planning  Department,  by  letter  dated  February  8,  2013,  determined 
that  the  proposed  improvements  are  in  conformity  with  the  General  Plan  and  with  the  eight 
priority  policies  of  Planning  Code,  Section  101 .1 .  A  copy  of  said  letter  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk 
of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.  130979  and  is  incorporated  herein  by  reference;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  San  Francisco  Arts  Commission  by  Resolution  No.  0206-12-026 
approved  the  design  of  the  Hidden  Garden  Steps  project,  and  a  tile  mural  by  Aileen  Barr  and 
Colette  Crutcher  at  16th  Avenue  at  Kirkham  Street.  A  copy  of  said  Resolution  is  on  file  with 
the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.  130979  and  is  incorporated  herein  by 
reference;  and 

WHEREAS,  After  a  duly  noticed  public  hearing  on  April  17,  2013,  the  Department  of 
Public  Works  by  Order  No.  181272,  approved  May  9,  2013,  recommended  approval  of  the 
proposed  encroachments.  A  copy  of  said  Order  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  in  File  No.  130979  and  is  incorporated  herein  by  reference;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  permit  and  associated  encroachment  agreement  (the  "Encroachment

(b)  Permittee  delivers  to  the  City  Controller  a  policy  of  insurance  provided  for  in  said 
agreement  and  the  Controller  shall  have  had  approved  the  same  as  complying  with  the 
requirement  of  said  agreement.  The  Controller  may,  in  his  discretion,  accept,  in  lieu  of  said 
insurance  policy,  the  certificate  of  an  insurance  company  certifying  to  the  existence  of  such  a 
policy;  and 

(c)  The  City  Controller  records  the  permit  and  associated  agreement  in  the  office  of  the 
County  Recorder;  and 
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WHEREAS,  The  Encroachment  Agreement  is  attached  to  the  permit  as  Exhibit  A. 
Copies  of  said  Permit  and  the  Agreement  are  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  in  File  No.  130979  and  are  incorporated  herein  by  reference;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Permittee,  at  the  Permittee's  sole  expense  and  as  is  necessary  as  a 
result  of  this  permit,  shall  make  the  following  arrangements: 

(a)  To  provide  for  the  support  and  protection  of  facilities  belonging  to  the  Department 
of  Public  Works,  San  Francisco  Public  Utilities  Commission,  the  San  Francisco  Fire 
Department  and  other  City  Departments,  and  public  utility  companies;  and 

(b)  To  remove  or  relocate  such  facilities  and  provide  access  to  such  facilities  for  the 
purpose  of  constructing,  reconstructing,  maintaining,  operating,  or  repairing  such  facilities; 
and 

WHEREAS,  The  Permittee  shall  procure  the  necessary  permits  from  the  Central  Permit 
Bureau,  Department  of  Building  Inspection,  Department  of  Public  Works  Bureau  of  Street-Use 
and  Mapping,  or  both,  and  pay  the  necessary  permit  fees  and  inspection  fees  before  starting 
work,  and 

WHEREAS,  No  structure  shall  be  erected  or  constructed  within  the  subject  street  right- 
of-way  except  as  specifically  permitted  herein;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Department  of  Public  Works  recommends  that  the  Board  accept  the 
tiled  steps  and  garden  habitat,  along  with  a  $20,000  maintenance  fund  as  a  gift  to  the 
Department  of  Public  Works  on  behalf  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  upon 
completion  of  the  permit  work.  The  Department  further  recommends  that  upon  completion, 
inspection,  and  approval  of  the  permit  work,  the  maintenance  requirements  set  forth  herein

Resolution  authorizing  the  Municipal  Transportation  Agency  to  use  funds,  totaling 
approximately  $6,835,709  previously  designated  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  for 
optional  services  under  the  two-year  parking  citation  processing  contract  extension 
with  PRWT  Services,  Inc.,  to  be  used  instead  for  non-optional,  required  services. 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors'  adopted  Resolution  No.  438-08  approving  a 
five-year  agreement  for  parking  citation  and  processing  with  PRWT,  Inc.,  for  a  not-to-exceed 
(NTE)  amount  of  $53,475,441  with  the  option  to  extend  the  agreement  for  up  to  five  additional 
years;  and 

WHEREAS,  As  a  condition  for  approval  of  the  contract,  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
placed  a  not-to-exceed  amount  for  non-optional  required  services  of  $45,815,441  and  a  not- 
to-exceed  amount  for  optional  services  of  $7,660,000;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  existing  contract  was  negotiated  under  the  assumption  that,  on 
average,  1.8  million  parking  citations  would  be  issued  annually,  and  the  costs  were  spread 
over  this  number  of  citations;  however,  due  to  the  SFMTA's  efforts  to  reduce  the  number  of 
citations  issued,  citation  amounts  for  the  last  five  years  have  fallen  to  an  average  of  1.6  million 
annually,  resulting  in  lower  costs  for  processing  fees;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  addition,  allocated  funds  remain  for  optional  services  because  the 
SFMTA  has  elected  to  defer  the  implementation  of  further  optional  services  due  to 
technological  advancements  that  impact  cost,  and  resource  limitations;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  SFMTA  has  elected  to  extend  the  contract  for  two  additional  years  in 
order  to  provide  adequate  time  to  develop  a  thorough  scope  of  services  for  a  new  Request  for 
Proposals  (RFP);  allow  the  SFMTA  to  consider  alternative  business  models  to  address  the 
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agency's  changing  service  and  technology  needs,  including  possibly  separating  services  (e.g. 
Citation  Processing,  Special  Collections  and  Residential  Permit  Parking)  to  allow  for  more 
competition;  provide  appropriate  time  for  a  potentially  complicated  transition  period  to  work 
through  business  flows  and  business  process  changes  with  a  potential  new  contractor  or 
contractors;  preserve  the  favorable  amount  of  the  existing  "per  citation"  fee,  as  the  cost  was 
agreed  to  by  the  contractor  in  anticipation  of  a  higher  volume  of  citations  to  be  processed;  and 
reevaluate  optional  services  in  light  of  emerging  technology  and  public  need  and  add  addition 
services  as  appropriate  to  the  upcoming  RFP's  scope  of  services;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  remaining  allocated  funds  for  optional  services  of  approximately 
$6,835,709  when  combined  with  the  remaining  allocated  funds  for  non-optional  services  in  the 
amount  of  approximately  $9,396,421  should  be  sufficient  to  cover  all  contract  costs  for  the 
two-year  extension;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  authorizes  the  SFMTA  to  use  funds 
previously  designated  for  optional  services,  totaling  approximately  $6,835,709  for  non-optional 
required  services  for  the  two-year  parking  citation  processing  contract  extension  with  PRWT 
Services,  Inc.

Resolution  opposing  the  Golden  Gate  National  Recreation  Area's  (GGNRA)  currently 
proposed  preferred  alternative  for  dog  management;  and  urging  the  GGNRA  to  adopt  a 
different  approach. 

WHEREAS,  Approximately  1 10,000  households  in  San  Francisco  own  dogs  that 
require  regular  exercise;  and 

WHEREAS,  San  Franciscans  and  their  dogs  have  traditionally  enjoyed  access  for 
generations  to  various  properties  under  the  present  oversight  of  the  Golden  Gate  National 
Recreation  Area  (GGNRA),  such  as  Crissy  Field,  Ocean  Beach,  Ft.  Funston,  Lands  End,  Ft. 
Baker,  Ft.  Mason,  Baker  Beach  and  Sutro  Heights  Park;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  GGNRA  was  established,  among  other  things,  "to  create  an  area  that 
concentrates  on  serving  the  outdoor  recreation  needs  of  the  people  of  the  metropolitan  area;" 
and 

WHEREAS,  In  1975,  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  transferred  Fort  Funston, 
Ocean  Beach,  and  other  city-owned  lands  to  the  federal  government  to  be  included  in  the 
GGNRA  and  administered  by  the  National  Park  Service  after  being  given  assurances  that 
recreational  access  and  usage  would  be  continued  and  protected;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  voters  required  that  the  deed  transferring  any  City-owned  park  lands 
to  the  National  Park  Service  include  the  restriction  that  said  lands  were  to  be  reserved  by  the 
Park  Service  in  perpetuity  for  recreation  or  park  purposes  with  a  right  of  reversion  upon 
breach  of  said  restriction;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  1979,  after  an  extensive  period  of  public  comment  including  public 
hearings,  the  GGNRA  determined  that  voice-controlled  dog  walking  would  have  no  negative 
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impact  on  the  natural  environment  or  on  other  park  visitors  when  conducted  on  one  percent  of 
the  GGNRA  land,  and  the  GGNRA  therefore  determined  that  dogs  could  be  walked  under 
voice  control  on  that  one  percent  of  its  land;  and 

WHEREAS,  People,  dogs,  birds,  plants  and  other  species  have  been  co-existing  in  the 
GGNRA  for  decades,  consistent  with  the  recreational  purposes  of  the  GGNRA;  and 

WHEREAS,  On  January  15,  2011,  the  GGNRA  released  a  "Dog  Management  Plan" 
that  would  severely  restrict  off-leash,  voice-controlled  dog  walking  and  create  large  areas 
where  dogs  would  not  be  allowed  at  all  in  areas  that  currently  allow  off-leash,  voice-controlled 
dog  walking  at  Fort  Funston,  Crissy  Field,  Ocean  Beach,  Lands  End,  and  Baker  Beach;  and 

WHEREAS,  On  April  26,  201 1,  the  San  Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors  adopted 
Resolution  No.  183-11,  putting  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  on  record  as  opposing 
the  GGNRA's  proposed  preferred  alternative  for  a  "Dog  Management  Plan,"  calling  for  a 
thorough  study  of  the  GGNRA  proposal's  impact  on  San  Francisco  and  particularly  on 
neighborhood  parks  if  severe  restrictions  on  off-leash  dog  access  in  GGNRA  result  in  an 
increase  of  off-leash  dog  activity  in  City  parks,  and  opposing  the  plan's  compliance-based 
management  strategy;  and 

WHEREAS,  Public  comment  on  the  201 1  GGNRA  Dog  Management  Plan  was 
overwhelmingly  opposed  to  the  GGNRA  plan,  and,  in  response,  the  GGNRA  announced  that 
it  would  release  a  revised  version  of  the  Dog  Management  Plan;  and 

WHEREAS,  On  September  6,  2013,  the  GGNRA  released  a  "Supplemental  Dog 
Management  Plan"  that  included  only  minor  changes  to  the  original  plan,  and  that  still  would 
severely  restrict  off-leash,  voice-controlled  dog  walking  and  create  large  areas  where  dogs 
would  not  be  allowed  at  all,  including  restrictions  in  areas  where  off-leash,  voice-controlled 
dog  walking  is  currently  allowed;  and 
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WHEREAS,  The  Supplemental  Dog  Management  Plan  would  still  significantly  reduce 
in  the  GGNRA  a  main  group  of  recreational  park  users  -  people  who  recreate  in  the  GGNRA 
with  their  dogs;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Supplemental  Dog  Management  Plan  still  does  not  include  any 
consideration  of  the  benefits  of  off-leash,  voice-controlled  dog  walking,  including  providing 
needed  exercise  for  people  and  dogs,  nor  does  it  include  any  consideration  of  the  benefits  of 
the  social  communities  that  have  developed  and  flourished  at  GGNRA  units  such  as  Fort 
Funston,  and  all  other  locations  where  dogs  are  currently  walked  off-leash  and  under  voice 
control;  and 

WHEREAS,  A  significant  reduction  in  dog  access  at  GGNRA  will  have  negative 
impacts  on  many  residents  of  San  Francisco;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Supplemental  Dog  Management  Plan  in  its  preferred  alternative 
proposes  restrictions  on  off-leash,  voice-controlled  dog  walking  access  at  GGNRA  that  are 
inconsistent  with  the  purposes  of  the  GGNRA  to  promote  urban,  recreational  uses  by  San 
Franciscans;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Supplemental  Dog  Management  Plan  does  not  contain  a  thorough 
analysis  of  impacts  of  the  plan  on  San  Francisco  neighborhood  parks  as  requested  in 
Resolution  No.  183-11;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Supplemental  Dog  Management  Plan  still  contains  a  compliance- 
based  management  strategy  that,  even  though  no  longer  automatic,  nevertheless  creates  a 
process  that  penalizes  all  dog  owners  and  walkers  through  progressive  diminution  of  access 
to  the  already  limited  recreational  space  available,  rather  than  citing  and  penalizing  individual 
offenders;  and 

WHEREAS,  By  severely  reducing  access  to  places  where  people  can  recreate  with 
their  dogs  in  the  GGNRA,  the  Supplemental  Dog  Management  Plan  does  not  reflect  or 
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support  the  National  Park  Service's  "Healthy  Parks,  Healthy  People"  initiative,  introduced  in 
201 1 ,  which  was  designed  to  improve  the  health  and  fitness  of  an  increasingly  obese  and  unfit 
population  by  encouraging  people  to  recreate  in  their  local  parks  and  recreation  areas;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  GGNRA  Draft  General  Management  Plan,  released  in  September 
201 1 ,  calls  for  the  vast  majority  of  its  land,  including  the  southern  two-thirds  of  Ocean  Beach 
and  most  of  Fort  Funston,  to  be  managed  as  "nature  zones"  that  provide  "backcountry  types 
of  visitor  experiences,"  defined  in  the  plan  as  "a  sense  of  remoteness  and  self-reliance,"  "low 
visitor  use,"  "controlled  access,"  few  amenities,  where  "challenge,  risk,  and  testing  of  outdoor 
skills  would  be  important  to  most  visitors;"  and 

WHEREAS,  A  "backcountry  types  of  visitor  experience"  is  not  appropriate  as  the 
dominant  use  for  a  national  recreation  area  located  in  a  highly  urban  area  such  as  the 
GGNRA;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  opposes  the  GGNRA's 
proposed  preferred  alternative  for  a  Supplemental  Dog  Management  Plan  and  urges  the 
GGNRA  to  modify  the  Plan  to  allow  for  greater  access  to  recreational  opportunities  such  as

WHEREAS,  The  last  30  years  have  shown  a  substantial  increase  in  labor  force 
participation  by  women  with  children  and  the  U.S.  Department  of  Labor  reported  that  77.3%  of 
school-age  children's  mothers  are  in  the  labor  force  as  of  2009;  and 

WHEREAS,  15.1  million  children  in  the  U.S.  take  care  of  themselves  between  the  time 
they  get  home  from  school  and  the  time  their  caregivers  get  home  from  work;  and 

WHEREAS,  After-school  programs  offer  a  safe,  educational  and  enriching  alternative 
to  leaving  children  home  alone  or  otherwise  unsupervised;  and 

WHEREAS,  Children  who  spent  time  in  after-school  programs  have  better  grades, 
better  work  habits,  more  positive  relationships  with  their  peers,  and  have  the  opportunity  to 
develop  creative  thinking,  problem-solving,  communication  and  self-direction  skills  that  are 
linked  with  success  in  school  and  in  the  workplace;  and 

WHEREAS,  Research  demonstrates  that  high  quality  after-school  programs  provide 
valuable  learning  experiences  that  reinforce  school  day  learning  and  enhance  school  success 
particularly  in  terms  of  increasing  school  attendance,  connectedness  to  school,  and 
accelerating  re-designation  rates  for  English  learners,  in  addition  to  fostering  positive  socio- 
emotional  skills  that  are  critical  for  children  and  youth  to  thrive;  and 

WHEREAS,  A  2008  survey  by  the  National  Institute  on  Out-of-School  Time,  Center  for 
Research  on  Women,  reported  that  in  California,  kids  left  unattended  for  three  or  more  days  a

Note  Counsel,  is  hereby  authorized  to  approve  and  make  such  modifications,  changes  or 
additions  to  the  City  Agreements  as  may  be  necessary  or  advisable,  provided  that  such 
modification  does  not  authorize  an  aggregate  principal  amount  of  the  Note  in  excess  of 
$22,000,000,  provide  for  a  final  maturity  on  the  Note  later  than  November  1,  2043,  or  provide 
for  the  Note  to  bear  interest  at  a  rate  in  excess  of  twelve  percent  (12%)  per  annum.  The 
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approval  of  any  modification,  addition  or  change  to  any  of  the  aforementioned  documents 
shall  be  evidenced  conclusively  by  the  execution  and  delivery  of  the  document  in  question. 

Section  9.  General  Authority.  The  proper  officers  of  the  City  are  hereby  authorized  and 
directed,  for  and  in  the  name  and  on  behalf  of  the  City,  to  do  any  and  all  things  and  take  any 
and  all  actions  and  execute  and  deliver  any  and  all  certificates,  agreements  and  other 
documents,  including  but  not  limited  to  those  documents  described  in  the  City  Agreements, 
which  they,  or  any  of  them,  may  deem  necessary  or  advisable  in  order  to  consummate  the 
lawful  execution  and  delivery  of  the  Note  and  to  effectuate  the  purposes  thereof  and  of  the 
documents  herein  approved  in  accordance  with  this  Resolution. 

Section  10.  Ratification  of  Prior  Actions.  All  actions  heretofore  taken  by  the  officers 
and  agents  of  the  City  with  respect  to  the  issuance  and  delivery  of  the  Note  are  hereby 
approved,  confirmed  and  ratified.

Resolution  supporting  the  Health  Service  System  for  participating  in  the  establishment 
of  multi-payer  databases  that  can  be  used  to  evaluate  and  improve  the  quality  and  cost 
of  care  and  resolving  to  pass  legislation  to  establish  full  quality  and  cost  transparency 
in  the  public  interest. 

WHEREAS,  Healthcare  quality  and  cost  data  are  largely  controlled  by  providers  and 
insurance  vendors,  which  impedes  effective  management  of  costs,  reduces  access  to 
comparative  information  on  provider  quality  and  costs,  and  impedes  patients  from  making 
informed  decisions  about  their  care;  and 

WHEREAS,  Providing  detailed  care,  quality  and  cost  data  for  Health  Service  System 
(HSS)  analysis  is  necessary  to  develop  collaborative  initiatives  that  will  improve  care  and
